Testimony of Steamboat Captains—Amount 
of Debris Deposits in the Bays 
and Rivers of California. 


The e'.iekena case—The People of the State 
of California vs. the Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company—was resumed yesterday at 
9:30 a. m., in Department Two of the Superior 
Court, Hon. Jackson Temple presiding. 
Cross-examination of General Cosby (by 
W. C. Belcher)—I visited the mine at In­ 
diana Hill on the 4th of November, 1SS1, at 
the request of the Stats Engineer. I made 
an examination of the pit, and was present 
when Mr. Grunsky made the instrumental 
survey. I examined some of the rock and 
found it of different hardness. 
I never have 
anything to do with geological surveys. I saw 
pipe-clay or cement in the portion of the baok 
that had caved in at the eastern portion of 
the pit. I made noexamination as to what was 
the character of the material composing the 
banks. There were no deposits in Canyon 
creek, from the dump to the river. 
We de 
terminad by an aneroid barometer that the 
altitude 
at 
the 
mouth 
of the 
tunnel 
was 1,020 feet 
above the North 
Fork 
of the American river. 
I regard this instru­ 
ment as being very accurate, when the read­ 
ings are taken at no great interval of time, 
and there is no sudden change in the atmos­ 
phere. 
I do not call it guessing when I 
measure short distances with my eye. 
We 
measured the higth of 
STEVENS’ BRIDGE, 
And found it to be nineteen feet. 
I co not 
recollect whether this bridge was a new 
one or not. 
I think that high-water 
mark 
was 
several 
feet 
below 
the 
bridge. 
The high-watir mark was some­ 
times only one or two Let above the deposit 
in the river. The hight of high-water marks, 
as given by me, are merely approximations. 
I should judge that those who have lived 
along the river bank» for j'cars, and witnessed 
the annual floods, could give better informa­ 
tion on these points than one who hastily 
passes along for the first time. 
I visited the 
Gold Run trine, not as a geologist, a miner, 
alogist, or a scientist. 
I viewed it in its dif­ 
ferent 
portions, as would an intelligent 
person. 
I observed the sand, gravel and cob­ 
ble deposits in the banks. Frequently we 
measured the width of the river. Most of our 
estimates of distance* were made by the eye. 
We found the water in the Middle Fork quite 
muddy. We went up the Middle Fork for a 
distance of about two miles. 
We saw evi­ 
dences of early mining in a great many places 
along the river. I cannot judge of the extent 
of this mining, or of the amount of debris 
they deposited into the river. We crossed 
the South Fork on the first bridge above its 
junction. We went into the river at the 
North Fork dam and Kelly’a Orchard. The 
North Fork dam is about two miles below 
the junction of the North and Middle Forks. 
The river from the mouth of the South Fork, 
for a short distance, is very rapid. 
Mr. 
Grunsky made a closer examination of this 
portion of the river than I did. 
I viewed 
that portion of the river from a distance. 
I 
saw no dam between the mouth of the South 
Fork and Folsom. 
Below Folsom I saw, at 
the mouth of Alder creek, evidences of 
CONSIDERABLE EABLY MINING. 
I made no estimate of the amount of earth 
that had been moved or mined at any point 
between Sacramento and Gold Run. Evi­ 
dences of mining appeared all along the 
American river to Gold Run. 
Re-direct examination (to Mr. H art)— Just 
below Alder creek I saw a mine in operation, 
whero they were throwing water through 
about a three-inch nozzle against‘a bank. 
This mine dump'd into the river. 
I noticed 
the water above and below t¡.¡3 toiue, and 
saw no change in its color. 
I should judge 
that this mina w a s worked on a very email 
scale. 
Beneath the Stevens bridge there was 
a deposit. Mr. Grunsky measured the dis­ 
tance between the bridje and the top c.f the 
deposit. In this portion of the rive- we esti­ 
mated the deposit to be twenty fc9t deep. 
The hight of the water-worn rocks varies, 
owing to the depth of the deposito in the 
channel. In what we call Rocky canyon, 
just below Rice’s bridge, the river flows 
through 
a 
narrow gorge 
with almost 
vertical banks. 
A t this point the water 
mirks were higher than at any other. 
The 
width between the towers at Stevens’ bridge 
is one hundred and eighty feet. The grade of 
the river at that point in about forty feet to 
the mile. 
My estimates of deposits were all 
made between Canyon creek and the Middle 
Fork. 
I followed the channel that distance 
on foot with the exception of a mile and a 
half through a narrow gorge. 


CATTAIN JOHN H ROBERTS, 
Sworn : I am engaged iu steamboating, and 
have been in this occupation since ISfio, and 
have been wood-boating since 1853. 
Have 
navigated the Sacramento and Feather riv­ 
er». 
Have navigated the Sacramento from 
McIntosh to it» mouth. McIntosh is on a 
line with the north boundary of Colusa 
county. From 1353 to 1857 I was engaged 
navigating the Sacramento river between 
Sacramento and Knights’ Landing. My first 
trip to th#npper Sacramento was in the year 
1854. From 1854 to 1856 I averaged going to 
the head navigable water of the Sacramento 
three times a month. I first cime to the State 
in 1850 and settled in Nevada county. The 
Sacramento in 1808 was a deep, navigable 
stream. A t that time the river was mnddy. 
The Sacramento river in 1851 was a clear 
stream and remained so until 1S84, when it 
began to get muddy. The water in 1854 be­ 
gan to have a reddish or slickens color. The 
Sacramento river from this city to Fremont, 
when 1 first knew it, was clear and navigable. 
There were two bars that shoaled sometime'. 
One of these bars, Russian Crossing, was 
about 10 miles above Sacramento, and Fre­ 
mont Bar was 23 miles above. The balance 
of tho river was from 12 to 20 feet deep. The 
river from Sacramento, w a s deep and clear, 
and deep except at Haycock’s shoals, and 
Hog’s Back. The»e shoals were covered in 
low water with 7 feet at low tide, and 
12 feet at high tide. 
In those 
day» 
sea-going 
vessels 
and 
propellers 
navi­ 
gated between Sacrameato and Ssn Francisco. 
The Goliah, Senator and New World were 
sea-gojng vessels. The Martin White, W il­ 
son G, Hunt, 
Hartford, Confidence and 
others were large vessels, and drew consider­ 
able water. Ti.e Sacramento river 
BEGAN FILLING UP 
In 1888. 
The Haycock shoalB and Steam­ 
boat s’ough began to shoal jp with sand, and 
it became necessary to take off all the boats 
of the class I have mentioned and put on the 
river in tbeir place light-draft flat-bottom 
boats. 
From that time continuously the 
river Beems to be gradually filling up with 
Band and slickens. Steamboat slough until 
about ten years ago was navigated at all times 
by the largest stSBmers. The slough was 
deep and a much shorter cut than through the 
channel of the old river. [Here witness gave 
a minute description of the river between 
Sacramento and its mouth. Explained the 
diSBcul ie» of navigation caused by the debris 
depo-its, and described the nature and qual­ 
ity of the deposits ] Steamer San Joequin 
No. 2 draws four feet of water. San Joaqain 
No, 1. three and a half feet. 
I do not think 
it would be safe for either of those boats to 
undertake to pass down through Steamboat 
slough in its present condition. There is, I 
judge, a deposit in the Sacramento river 
between 
FIEMONT AND RIO VISTA 
That has an average depth throughout the en­ 
tire distance ot 12 feet. There is more sand in 
the deposits in the upper portion of the river 
than ra the lower. 
A large deposit of 
gand and slickens has been found in Suisnn 
bay, 
from 
ten 
to twenty feet deep. 
The large vessels I mentioned drew from 7 to 
II feet of water. and found no difficulty in 
navigating the river in early times at low 
water. It would be impossible for them to 
do so now. The high water below Sacra­ 
mento city not only covers the old banks, but 
orertops the highest levees. High water in­ 
creases. the scouring capacity of the river. 
When I first saw tho river the aver­ 
age depth 
of the original 
banks from 
their top to the surface of low water, be­ 
tween 
Sacramento 
city and 
Steamboat 
slough, was on an average of 18 feet. 
At 
the present time they will not average over 6 
feet in hight. 
It takes considerable less rain 
to make high water now than formerly. 
In 


1876 oar company brought down from the 
upper Sacramento 
• 
45,000 tons o r w h ea t. 
Cross-examination (to W . C. Belcher)—I 
came to Sacramento in May, 1851. I came to 
California, settled in Grass Valley, and en­ 
gaged in mining in the fall of 1850. I never 
made hydraulics or engineering a study. 
U ntil tho last three or four years I have been 
on a boat all the time, either in the capacity 
of pilot or captain. 
I have been with a boat 
to Squaw Hill, almost sixteen miles above 
McIntosh Landing. That point i» 275 miles 
above Sacramento city and 25 miles above 
Stoney creek. 
Stoney creek is 12 miles 
below Jacinto. I think the left bank of the 
Sacramento is not leveed between Stoney 
creek and a point 7 miles below Jacinto. I 
have been navigating the river to Jacinto 
since 1868. There is a big slough about 8 
miles below_ Jacinto, on Dr. Glenn’s ranch. 
1 think it is 40 feet wide on top, 20 in the 
bottom, and 12 fest deep. 
BUTTE SLOUGH 
Where it puts into the river is about 100 feet 
wide. 
The water I should judge was twelve 
feet deep. The banks are ten and twelve 
feet above low water. The lower Sycamore 
slough, at Knight’s Landing, Í3 about eighty 
feet wide on top, GO feet on the bottom and 
about eighteen feet deep. The overflow and 
backwater from Knight’s Landing came in 
the tuie basin to a point three miles above 
Colusa. 
There is no tule in the upper por­ 
tion of that basin. 
The water oyerflowed 
land twenty miles in length. There were 
levees along the banks of the river between 
the town of Princeton and Knight’s Landing. 
This levee was broken in numerous places 
last winter. 
Here Attorney-General H art objected to 
the examination of the witness as being con­ 
ducted by Mr. Belcher, claiming that it was 
not proper cross-examination. This provoked 
a genera! discussion among counsel on both 
sides. Mr. Oadwalader stated that if the 
Court allowed the examination as being con­ 
ducted to proceed, it would necessitate the 
plaintiff’s summoning at least fifty witnesses 
from the banks of the Sacramento river, to 
prove existing facta. 
After a lengthy discus­ 
sion between the Court and counsel, the 
cross-examination was allowed to proceed. 
Witness resuming—The average width of 
the tule basin I have spoken of, iu a high 
stage of water, is from three to seveu miles. 
In the tules it is fifteen feet deep. 
I should 
judge that the first six miles from 


k n ig h t’s landing 
It is twelve feet deep. 
From that point up 
to Colusa its depth would average from six to 
twelve feet. 
There is a slough running 
through the center of the basin, which of 
course is much deeper. During the high water 
of 1862 and 1878-9 steamers went iuto 
this 
tule 
basin 
and 
rescued 
stock. 
A. H. Rose & Co. built a levee between 
Kuight’s Landing and Sycamore slough. I 
recollect tbeir building levees between Syca­ 
more slough and Colusa. 
There is not a con­ 
tinuous levee between Princeton and Knight’s 
Landing. 
Theie was no levee last winter at 
a point on that bank of the river between 
Princeton and Colusa. 
Mr. Belcher—Do you know, and is it an 
established fact, that the water in the river 
since the building of that levee hag been 
much higher than was ever known before ? 
Mr. H art renewed bis objections as before. 
The matter of its admissibility as proper 
cross-examination was fully argued by coun­ 
sel The question, in a modifitd form, was 
allowed. 
Witness continuing—Since the levees were 
built I have noticed that the river rises higher 
at Eddy’s Landing, in Colusa county. 
I 
think the water was raised at 


eddy’b landing 
About five feet, by the building of tho levee. 
When these levees gave away the river in the 
neighborhood of the break would be consider­ 
ably lowered. The effect is felt for several 
miles above the break. 
One break several 
miles below Colusa eased the river and pre­ 
vented Colusa from being overflowed. 
I 
sailed up the Sacra-iento river during the 
floods of 1861 and 1862 and 1867 and 1868. 
The flood of 1861 and 1862 was much larger 
than any flood since. 
The flood of the upper 
Sacramento in 1807 and 1868 was not a cir­ 
cumstance to the flood of 1862 
It was five 
or six feet less ia hight. 


A ftern o o n S ession. 
Crews examination of Captain Roberts con­ 
tinued—During the high water of 1861 and 
1862 I went up the Sacramento river as for 
as Colusa. At that time there were n-vlevees 
on the Upper 
araent, aDd it overflowed 
its banks from four to eix inches in the neigh­ 
borhood or vicinity of Eddy’s Lauding. Since 
the building of the levees the river has been, 
during high stages, from four to five feat 
above the original banks. 
This is the case 
every high water, until the water breaks 
through the^Isvee. 
Iu some instances the 
levees have been cut to relieve the river. 
Wilkins slough is about the Bame width, but 
not so deep ss Sycamore slough. The upper 
Sycamore slough levee gave away the first 
season after it was constructed. That levee 
was bu'lt in 1872 or 1873. 
I transported a 
great deal of the material that was used in 
the construction of that levee. [Mr. Hart 
objected to the continuance of the cross ex­ 
amination in the manner in which Mr. 
Belcher was conducting it. 
Mr. Belcher 
st-.ted 
that he proposed 
to show that 
the 
levees 
on 
tho 
Upper Sacramento 
did 
affect 
the 
floods 
in 
the 
lower 
Sacramento. Objection overruled and ex­ 
ception taken.] I never saw the levee cut at 
Knight’s Landing, and don’t think I was 
there at any time when it was cut. The 
levee at the upper Sycamore slough was 
broken the lir.»t year after it was built. It 
was rebuilt the following year, and it has 
stood ever since. 
From Jacinto, on the west 
side, to Princeton the levee has been broken 
many times. The breaks last winter were 
A general demoraliz ation of th e levees. 
On the east bauk Butte sKugh was leveed 
several years since. While Butte slough was 
dammed np it raised the waters iu the Sacra­ 
mento and submerged the farms above the 
slough. The river abjve the slough was 
raised several feet. [During this examina­ 
tion every question asked by Mr. Belcher 
was objected to by Attorney-General Hart. 
Objections 
were 
overruled, and 
excep­ 
tions taken.] Prom Knight’s Landing to 
Cache 
slough 
a largo levee was built. 
In early daye there were no levees to speak of 
between Knight’s Landing and Sacramento 
city. Daring those years they overflowed 
the natural banks six inches to a foot in 
depth. The sloughs between Washington 
and Knight’s Landing were not dammed or 
filled up prior to 1862. 
In the winter of 1867 
and 1868 the water was over the banks, but 
not fo long nor so deep as in 18G2. 
Iu 1878 
levees were built from here to Fremont, on 
the west side, and the east side was leveed 
also. The water during that winter did not 
run over the tops of the levees, but through 
the break». 
The river was considerably 
higher iu 1878 and 1879, in some places, tban 
in 1861 and 1862. This was owing to the 
fact that the river was confined between the 
levies. 
th e volume of water 
WaB not so great as m 1832. 
Between Sac­ 
ramento city and Graud Island, during the 
high water of 1878 and 1879, the water was 
higher than in 1862, owicg to being confined 
between the levees, 
I don’t know how wide 
the tule basin is between here and Davisville. 
It is perhaps from sii; to ten miles wide, and in 
some places sixteen feet doep. The first time 
I became acquainted with the Sacramento 
river, so as to know anything about it, was ia 
1853. 
The difference between low-water 
mark in 1853 and low-water mark in 1881, I 
should judge to be ssven feet. 
In 1856 Hay­ 
cock shoals were from eight to ten feet under 
water. In 1881 they hre from four and a half 
to five feet under water. 
llave seen sound­ 
ings by Dole taken there thi^year with that 
result. 
I have referenc | to Wh channel over 
those shoals. 
In 1836 ¡¿bard he occasion to 
sound at that poinAteffps the h /S that we had 
plenty of depth. 
We could tell by the color 
of the water about what its depth was. 
There is one place, 
JUST ABOVE I3I.ETON, 
In the old channel, where water is deeper 
now than in former years. 
There is a bar 
about a mile and a half below Isleton that 
would not admit of vessels drawing consider­ 
able water passing oyer it. 
The water is 
deeper over that bar now than it was in 1866. 
In early days, at high tide, the old channel 
was easier navigated than at present. Larger 
vessels could come up in 1866 than now. High 
tide formerly raised about 2i¡ feet in the 
old channel, and now it only rises 18 inches1 
Deep-draught vessels were exchanged for flat- 
bottom or light draught ones about ten years 
ago. This became a necessity from the f ict 
that deep-draught vessels, owing to the filling 
up of the channel, could Dot be used. 
Ten 
years ago there were two railroads connecting 
Sacramento and San Francisco. 
The upper 
river boats carry freight on barges. Tbe boats 
between Sacramento and San Francisco carry 
freight on themselves. I never navigated the 
San Joaquin, and know nothing about that 
river’s channel. 
The deep-dranght boats 
were not laid aside because light-draugbts 
could be run cheaper, but because the depth 
of the 


RIVER WOULD NOT FLOAT THEM. 
We bought steamer Sau Joaquin No. 1 in 
1866. Bought steamer San Joaquin No. 2 in 
1875. 
Wo have steamer San Josquin No. 3 
and the Varuna. 
The latter draws sixteen 
inches light and two fest loaded. 
Between 
Sacramento and San Francisco freight can be 
carried chvaper on vessels like the Senator 
and New World than they can on bargee. 
All of tbe travel between San Francisco and 
Sacramento is done by rail. From the gTeat 
amount of competition the freight i» cheaper 
by river than formerly. The depth of the 
channel Is considerable less iu

To-day than it was in 1856. I havo fre­ 
quently Founded it. We formerly found four 
and five fathoms. Now we find only two or 
three fathoms. 
We have occasion often in 
the fog to sound the waters of Suisua Bay. 
We also have sounded San Pablo Bay and 
find that it, between the headlands, is filled 
up to e depth of eight and ten feet. 
I have 
seen the charts of Government surveys, 
showing the soundings of Suisnn and San 
Pabl i Bays. 
At this point Mr. Belcher asked the wit­ 
ness in regard to the filling of the Feather 
river by sand. This was objected to by 
counsel for prosecution and provoked a lively 
discussion between the Court and counsel on 
both sides. 
Mr. H art stated that his intention from 
tbe first was to get through with this case as 
speedily as p: ssible. 
If the counsel for the 
defense were allowed this wide range, it would 
perhaps necesritaté the summoning of four or 
five hundred witnesses to establish facts that 
really do not enter into the case. 
After considerable discussion the objections 
were overruled, exceptions taken, and the 
cross-examination proceeded. 
The witness then described his trip up the 
Feather river, located the bars and described 
their material formation. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. H art)—The 
leveeing ou tbe bonks of the Sacramento, 
above the junction with the Feather, was 
necessary to keep the river within its banka. 
They first commenced constructing levees in 
1871 and 1872. Prior to that time ail the 
lands along the liver bank» were cultivated 
more or less every year. 
Since the building 
of the levees they have not had as much suc­ 
cess in farming aa before. 
The filling up of 
the river 
CHANNEL BELOW FREMONT 
Backed up the water in tha Sacramento sev­ 
eral feet high. This necessitated the build­ 
ing of levees. 
The leveeing of the river has 
not increased the volume of water in the tuie 
basin. 
There is no more water running 
through the channel of the Sacramento above 
Fremont than there was previous to the levee 
building. 
Parks’ dam has uot been iu exist­ 
ence for five or six years. The reason of the 
river becoming deeper in the old channel near 
Isleton is on acc-.unt of ics narrowing on the 
point side. This deepening is only for a very 
short distance. 
The lower Sycamore slough 
is tbo outlet of the tule basin above Knight’s 
Lauding, and empties into the Sacramento 
river. The upper Sycamore empties into 
Morrison basin. 
The water in hight was 
more in 1868 than in 1862 in front of Sacra­ 
mento city. The 
GOVERNOR DANA BUN ASHORE 
On a bar during the high water of 1868, in 
the center of the channel of the Sacramento, 
juBt above and opposite the draw in the 
bridge between Washington and Sacramento. 
Have seen several times when you eonld not 
pass down the Sacramento river opposite the 
mouth of the American, 
The current would 
be so stroDg that it would carry us ashore on 
the Yolo side. 
Redirect examination (to W. C. Belcher)— 
The filling iu of the channel of tho Sacra­ 
mento by sand and debris sets back the water 
in the Sacramento to * point at least four 
miles above Koight’s Landing. 
In some 
plaees the building of levs** have assisted in 
destroying farm lands. The prime causes of 
the overflow of the upper Sacramento is the 
filling up of the lower river charnels and the 
damming up of sloughs. 
I don’t know that 
the Sacramento contains any debris from 
COLUSA TO KNIGHT’S LANDING. 
The current and channel at Noah’s orchard, 
on upper Grand Island, is about the same to­ 
day as it was in 1854. That orchard has been 
destroyed by back-water. 
It overflowed in 
1SC2. The filling in of the channel with 
sand from the Feather river sets the water 
back for a long distance in the Sacramento 
and deadens the current for many miles very 
materially. There are no rapids below Noah’s 
orchard. The deadening of the current is 
perceptible as f»r up as Eddy’s Landing.

CAPTAIN ENOS FOURATT 
Sworn (to Mr. Oadwalader)—I am Captain 
or the steamer Modoc, now plying between 
Sacramento and San Francisco. 
I have been 
engaged on the Sacramento river eince April 
6, 1850. 
I piloted the pr. peiler McKim the 
first trip she marie to Sacramento, 
Also the 
Gold Ilnnter on the first trip. Then I went 
on the IV ilson G. Hunt, Comanche, Bragdou, 
Eclipse, New World, Yosemits and Capital! 
The Hunt was a little boat that came around 
the Horn. The Capital’s tonnage was about 
1,600 ton», and she continued or, the river 
until 1873.^ The Julia took the place of the 
Capital. Sue was a steamer of about 300 tons. 
I was Captain and pilot of the Julia. 
I am 
now Captain and pilot of the Modoc. 
She 
r» a steamer of about 500 tons burden. The 
first trouble in the river was that at tha 
Hog’s Back. 
With that exception, until 
Haycock Shoals appeared, in 1S6C, we had no 
other trouble. The boats at that lime al­ 
ways carried 200 or 300 tons. 
Sacramento 
Bend, a few years later, began to bother us. 
The bed of the river has been constantly 
filling up, and there is a deposit of sand iu 
the channel below Sacramento to tbe depth, 
on an average, of seven feet. The channel 
has been reduced in carrying capacity about 
one-third. 
The del ns nearer Sacramento is 
much coarser and heavier than that in the 
channel brlow Rio VLta. This filling does 
not stop 
SHORT OF SAN FRANCISCO. 
The mouth <-f the river is vary much filled 
up. When I first came to California there 
was but one cbanuel iu Sui-mn Bay. There 
is a bar or inland formed there liu’.v eight or 
nine miies in length, and forms a north cn 1 
south channel. 
Tee bay is constantly filling. 
The Sacramento river is filling up with great 
rapidity. There are drifting saud bars all 
along the channel. 
Have known them 
to 
be 
from 
100 to 
500 yard» 
long 
and occupying nearly the whole of the chan­ 
nel. 
Have knowri them during high waters to 
move R3 far as U miles in 24 hours. 
I have 
seen the sand moving in the river. When we 
have been shoaled on the sandbars 1 have 
seen the sand moving along tha side of the 
vessel.

L o n d o n , December 6'b.—A Vienna corre­ 
spondent of the Standard vouches for tho 
authority cf the following : S.-me time back 
Russia sonuded Italy in regard to joint action 
against Austria.

GUITEAU AND TEE EXPERTS. 
Several medical witnesses have ex­ 
pressed their belief that Guiteau is insane. 
There is certainly some ground for such an 
opinion. But the really important consid­ 
eration ought to be, not so much 
whether the tr.an is insane, as whether he 
is or is not responsible for his actions. It 
is well understood by alienists that mad­ 
men are frequently possessed of an amount 
of intelligence which renders them, or 
should render them, fully accountable for 
all they do. The popular notion that a 
madman is driven forward by some irresist­ 
ible power which deprives him of the ca­ 
pacity for reflection, is for the most part 
fallacious. The instances in which the 
insane are incapable of comprehending and 
distinguishing clearly between that which 
is proper and right and that which is im­ 
proper and wrong, are extremely rare. In 
the worst cas.8 of homicidal insanity there 
is almost always found, not only a suffi­ 
cient power of self-restraint, but a con­ 
sciousness that this power ought to be ex­ 
ercised. W hen a homicidal maniac yields 
to the impulse which besets him, he is 
voluntarily 
withdrawing 
his 
opposi­ 
tion to what he knows to be a 
lawless desire. As a rule, he is in all re­ 
spects as responsible for his actions as the 
man who, knowing that drunkenness is a 
bad thing, yet deliberately makes himself 
drunk. Guiteau is in just this kind of po­ 
sition. His own testimony has shown how 
completely he held his homicidal impuls s 
under control, even supposing him to be in­ 
sane. There can be no doubt that he 
could have rr strained himself as success­ 
fully in the Baltimore and Ohio depot, had 
he desired to do so. Testimony to his in­ 
sanity, therefore, is not testimony to his 
irresponsibility. We hope that the prose­ 
cution will make 'this distinction clear to 
the jnry, and that it will not make the 
mistake of assuming deliberately the ab­ 
sence of a'l insano taint in the prisoner. 
W e believe the proper ground to be that 
insanity may co-exist with complete ac­ 
countability, and that it is not enough to 
prove a murderer insane ; he must abo be 
found irresponsible before he can be acquit­ 
ted on the score of mental aberration. The 
presumption no doubt is that the jury will 
bring in a verdict of guilty, no m at­ 
ter what the medical testimony may be, 
but if Guiteau is convicted on the hypothe­ 
sis that he is thoroughly sane, his trial will 
have added one more case to the long 
series in which the teachings of science 
have been rendered abortive through the 
perverse endeavor to make them accord 
with a legal doctrine which has no justi­ 
fication in fact. 
Science demonstrates 
that there are manifold degrees of insanity, 
and that in a large number of cases there 
exists as complete an ability to reason, to 
'judge, to distinguish between right and 
wrong, as among the sc nest people. The 
true deduction from the results of research 
in mental pathology therefore is that 
insanity may and very often does coexist 
with a degree of responsibility fully 
warranting the infliction of the ordinary 
penalties of the law for crimes. Guiteau 
is probably not entirely sane, but he is 
quite sane enough to know what he is 
doing, and therefore quite sane enough to 
be hanged. 


THE SUPERIOR SEX. 
As if in answer to the calumnies of M. 
Delauney, who says that women are in­ 
ferior to men, Mrs. Smithson has just per­ 
formed an act of gallantry which is the 
more conspicuous because contrasted with 
the craven cowardice of seventeen men 
who had the same opportunity to distin­ 
guish themselves. It was on the Michigan 
Central railroad, near Pokagon, that a con­ 
vict in charge of an officer picked the lock 
of his handcuffs and made a murderous as­ 
sault upen his conductor. The latter was 
almost stunned, and the convict 1 ad seized 
his pistol and was abont to kill him, the 
male passengers meanwhile looking on 
without offering to help the officer, when 
plucky Mrs. Smithson jumped on the seat 
behind the ferocious desperado, and seizing 
him by the throat, fairly choked him into 
snbmi8sion again. This was a brave ac­ 
tion, and showed gr. at p esence of mind as 
well as gallantry. But what shall be said 
of the seventeen dastard men who sat still 
and let a woman do what was their duty ? 
The punishment most fitting for such pol­ 
troonery would be to put every one of 
them in the Marshal’s position, and then 
refuse to allow them the aid of Mrs. Smith- 
ton at the critical juncture. 


THE PEHSI0H ARREARS BILL. 
It appears that Congress bas at last 
taken alarm at the enormity of the frauds 
perpetrated upon the country under the 
provisions of the Pension Arrears bill, and 
that members who voted for the bill are 
beginning to look about for some excuse 
for their course. It has been shown that 
the bill was devised by the Pension Agents, 
who knew that in the natural course of 
events the claims for arrears of pensions 
would soon diminish, and who had found 
the business too profitable to be willing to 
relinquieb it. So these Agents drew up a 
bill which opened the door to wholesale 
frauds upon the Government, and at the 
same time they set up barriers against the 
institution of sueli inquiries as would have 
led to exposure, while to make the thing per 
fectly safe they determined upon securing 
the dismissal of Commissioner Bentley, 
whose honesty they feared. 
The fact 
that they succeeded in all these schemes 
must be regarded as proving that Congress 
in passing this bill was not simply care' 
less. It is now alleged that the bill was 
twice shelved by the committee to which it 
had been referred in the House, and that 
at last the thieves, finding they could not 
get it through on a favorable report of the 
committee, took the bold course of having 
the committee discharged from further 
consideration of it, suspending the rules, 
and passing it forthwith. Thi3 was done. 
Debate was shut off, and the bill was 
passed without discussion or inquiry. In 
the Senate it was debated for several hours, 
but in a superficial and peifunctory man­ 
ner, none of the Senators having prepared 
themselves by examining the facts. 
It is evident from this sketch of the 
record of the bill that the passage of the 
measure was not due to mere negligence. 
That would have been bad enough, consid­ 
ering the importance of the subject, but 
when a bill is forcibly taken from the com­ 
mittee which lias charge of it, and is passed 
under suspension of the rules, the fact in­ 
dicates plainly that the affirmative vote is 
an intelligent one, if it is not an honest 
one. And there is no groiwd for the pre­ 
tense that Congress was in ignorance of the 
implications of this law. The truth is that 
though the nation’s law-makers Tailed in 
their duty, the press did not. The real 
character of the Pension Arrears bill was 
exhibited by the leading journals in the 
most clear and convincing way. It was 
pointed ont that it must lead to the fabri­ 
cation of claims on a gigantic scale. It 
was calculated that it would cost the coun­ 
try from §150,000,000 to §250,000,000. 
All its bad points were fully exposed, and 
this so generally that Congress could by 
no possibility plead ignorance of what it 
was doing. As a matter of fact Congress 
understood perfectly well that the bill was 
a bad one, but two powerful influences 
were at work in support of the Pension 
thieves. One of these was corruption. The 
other was partisan cowardice. It cannot 
be doubted that the men who had the lob­ 
bying of the bill employed corrupt means 
to gain their ends: They could well afford 
to'pay liberally for votes, for the bill was 
a perfect bonanza. It is known that they 
expended large sums of money in fabricat­ 
ing a sham public opinion, and it is not 
credible that they abandoned the use of 
money when they reached the lobby at 
Washington. 
But there was another influence of 
almost equal persuasive force at work. A 
Presidential campaign was about to begin, 
and neither party had the courage to op­ 
pose a measure which pretended to be in 
the interest of the poor soldiers. Each 
party knew that the other would be sure 
to make capital out of any such opposition. 
Neither could be certain what effect such 
representations would have upon the pub­ 
lic mind. And so the thieves, by making 
an adroit use of this prevalent political 
cowardice, managed to silence all the op­ 
position which could not be bought, and 
carried their bill through in triumph. The 
case was ons in which for the time being 
the Treasury was left undefended. Re­ 
publicans and Democrats alike i-hrank 
from a course which would have rendered 
them liable to the censure of demagogues 
for being hostile to the interests of the 
country’s saviors. By trading skillfully on 
this sentiment the Pension Ring carried 
their point, and fastened npon the country 
one of the worst measures that has ever 
found a place upon the statute books. 
Every prediction made regarding it has 
been more than fulfilled. It has proved a 
more powerful machine for robbing the 
Treasury than even its projectors antici­ 
pated. And now, after it has withdrawn 
a hundred and fifty millions, two-thirds of 
which may be looked upon a3 literally 
stolen, it is announced that it will require 
a further outlay, or rather a squandering, 
of two hundred and fifty millions more. 
It is no wonder that Congress is begin­ 
ning to feel uneasy about its share in this 
infamous transaction, but assuredly the 
members who voted for the bill will not be 
permitted to shift their responsibility on 
to the shoulders of others. They are 
equally unpardunabla, whether they were 
bought outright, or whether they allowed 
themselves to be gagged by partisan pol­ 
troonery. They knew, one and all, that in 
voting for the bill they were deliberately 
throwing open the national Treasury to be 
plundered by a gaDg of s'napoeless thieves, 
and knowing thii, they still voted for it. 
Under this Pension Arrears bill the de­ 
mands for pensions have jumped from §25,­ 
000,000 to é 150,000,000 annually, and the 
demands of the robbers are every year ex­ 
panding as they grow bolder with con­ 
tinued success. If this measure is not re­ 
pealed, indeed, it is capable of swallowing 
up all the surplus revenues of the Govern­ 
ment, and compelling th« suspension of 
further payments in liquidation of the 
public debt. 
And it will have to be 
repealed. Congress cannot stand up and 
justify it. 
No man who has been 
its advocate and supporter can remain 
long in public life. The people will mark 
everyone of these faithless representatives. 
The press will publish their names, and the 
- cord will convict them. The sentimentil 
pretense which sufficed to shut the mouths 
of both Republican and Democratic poli­ 
ticians will not satisfy the people, whose 
money is being stolen under the provisions 
of the bill. We have seen from the first 
what the measure tended to, and have 
pointed out the truth to our readers. The 
same course has been taken by the leading 
journals everywhere, and when the mem­ 
bers who are lesponsible for the most 
gigantic swindle of the century are brought 
to the bar of public opinion tkey will not 
be permitted to plead the Baby Act. We 
shall see presently how the Pacific coast 
representatives stand in this connection. 


THE CHILEAN IMBROGLIO. 
It is to be hoped that the special Com­ 
missioners who have been sent to Chile will 
succeedin solving the problem, and it is pos­ 
sible that the death of General Kilpatrick, 
our Minister at Santiago, may remove one 
obstacle from their path. During his life he 
was a very enthusiastic partisan of Chile, 
and his last act was to bring about such a 
state of confusion and crosspurposes as was 


very nearly leading the country into war 
with Chile. Indeed it does not seem pos­ 
sible to have appointed two more unfit 
diplomatic agents than himself and General 
Hurlbut, the Minister to Peiu. For they 
both became champions of the countries to 
which they were accredited, and in trying 
to justify his own position General Kilpat­ 
rick most recklessly impugned the good 
faith of his own Government, and created 
the impression that Secretary Blaine had 
been blowing hot and cold with the 
same breath. 
Even with the removal 
of this embarrassment however the diffi­ 
culties of the case will not be over, for 
it appears to be supposed that a necessity 
exists for withdrawing Chile from an al­ 
leged agreement or contract with a certain 
English mercantile firm, by the terms of 
which the richest guano deposits of Peru 
were made over to this firm. We are afraid 
there is some mistake about this, for the 
reason that long before the war Peru 
secured the principal guano deposits to her 
English creditors, as guarantees for large 
loans. These guarantees are of very little 
value now, but Chile is evidently fearful 
that if she repudiates them, and seizes the 
Peruvian revenues to pay her own war in­ 
demnity, England may insist upon an ac 
counting. Nov/ if our believers in the 
Monroe doctrine want the United States 
to back Chile in defying England, it seems 
to us that they will be leading our South 
American ally into trouble. 
A short 
time ago it had to be confessed 
that we could not go to 
Chile, 
because we 
have 
Bat if Chile is stronger 
United States at sea, Great Britain is very 
much stronger than both of them put 
together, and under the circumstances it is 
difficult to perceive the value of any guaran­ 
tee we might offer to Chile. 
Nor indeed 
ought it to matter much to us who gets the 
Peruvian revenues, if Peru is not to have 
them. Chile cares nothing for the pre 
servationof her lateeneniy’s nationality, and 
it has been evident ever since the close of 
the war that nothing but the fear of Eng 
lish intervention has prevented her from 
seizing ail the Peruvian property within 
reach, and leaving the conquered country 
to its fate. 
And if, as seems clear, we are 
not in a condition to dictate terms even to 
Chile, it is the wisest course to meddle 
as little as possible in the business, unless 
we can achieve a settlement by sheer 
diplomacy. To have a chance of any such 
success, however, we must have better 
diplomatic agents than Kilpatrick and 
Hurlbut.

COAST DEFENSES. 
Secretary Lincoln, in his report, calls 
the attention of Congress to the necessity 
for improving the coast defenses of tho 
country. He points out that according to 
the military engineers we must depend 
upon coast fortifications and torpedoes in 
the event of war, and that forts cannot be 
built in time to be of any use after war 
has been declared. No doubt this is a 
very important subject, and it Í3 all the 
more so because there is grave reason to 
doubt whether at present we have any 
coast defenses 
of resisting an as­ 
sault by in o d e'^^^K l artillery. As re­ 
gards the Pacin^^^Jfc, it may indeed be 
said that it is practically undefended, and 
as regards San Francisco in particular it is 
not quite certain that it is capable of beiDg 
defended. To enable it to make aDy de­ 
fense at all it would be necessary to recon­ 
struct its fortifications entirely, and to 
arm them with far more powerful guns 
than they now possess. In order to keep 
off a hostile fleet they must have guns 
capable of carrying at least five miles, 
and 
even 
then 
it is questionable 
whether they could prevent tho bom­ 
bardment of the city. The Golden Gate 
might be defended by torpedoes, but it 
would not be possible to guard the open sea 
in the same way, and it cannot be supposed 
that an enemy would deliberately select the 
most difficult mode of assault when an 
easy one lay open to him. 
San Francisco 
is to-day absolutely defenseless nga nst an 
enemy approaching her from the sea. She 
could be shelled and destroyed by a single 
ironclad, which could lie far beyond the 
range of all the guns in the forts. 
In fact 
the latter would in Euch a case be perfectly 
useless. If the qity should be taken by an 
invading force landing on the Ocean Beach, 
they might perhaps make it untenable, but 
little satisfaction can be got out of the 
reflection that these fortifications are after 
all of no use save to destroy the city they 
were intended to protect. And it must 
be realized that in the event of war with a 
maritime power an attack upon Sau Fran­ 
cisco would quite certainly be one of the first 
moves in the game. That city is the key 
to the Pacific coast. Its capture or destruc­ 
tion would give the enemy practically the 
command of these waters from Panama to 
Sitka. It cannot therefore he believed 
that it would be overlooked at such a 
time, and so the question of its defenses 
is one of national importance. It is not 
probable that Congress, which contaius a 
very small Pacific coa t representation, 
is disposed to regard this subject with the 
seriousness it deserví s, but Sau Francisco 
is the home of thou auds of men of wealth 
and intelligence, who ought to perceive 
that their possessions are menaced so long 
as their city is nnprotected. If these men 
act together they can living pressure enough 
to bear upon Congress to compel it to do 
its duty in the ¡.remises. Otherwise it is 
to be feared that t ie subject will be thrust 
aside as so many grave subjects commonly 
are, and will be neglected until the unfore­ 
seen (which, as Bescontiield observed, is 
what always happens) has occurred, and 
then it will be too late to apply a remedy. 


FAYING THE DOCTORS. 


HORTICÜLTURAL. 


We hope that Congress will not raise any 
difficulties abont paying the doctors who 
atttended the late President. It Is clear 
that either Congress or Mrs. Garfield roust 
pay these bills, and it would be con­ 
temptibly mean on the part of the country 
to let the President’s widow bear this bur­ 
den. Nor should the doctors be dealt with 
parsimoniously. 
They had an excep­ 
tionally difficult and disagreeable task to 
peiform. The eminence of their patient 
and the publicity of the case made it una­ 
voidable that they should be criticised 
both ignorantly and malevolently, while 
the fatal termination of the case, though 
inevitable from the first, was calculated to 
injure their reputations with the less intel­ 
ligent, who refuse to recognize the fa.t 
that medical science has comparatively 
narrow limitations. They should be recom­ 
pensed handsomely, therefore ; not extrav­ 
agantly, but in a generous and liberal 
spirit, and their bills ought not to be made 
the subject of open debate, thus giving op­ 
portunity for captious and insulting criti­ 
cism. We do not mean to express an 
opinion that whatever they may ask should 
be necessarily paid thero. An auditing of 
their demands is of coarse in order, hut ia 
such a case it would be most proper to re­ 
fer that duty to such as were competent to 
pass npon the resonableness of the charges, 
and who would not view them without any 
reference to the custom of the profession, 


STATE CONVENTION OF FRUIT-GROWERS 
AND OTHERS. 


The Organization—Committees Appcinted- 
Addrass of Welcome—Other Adresses 
—Papers and Discussions. 


The Fruit-growers’ Convention met in the 
Assembly Chamber at the Capitol at 10 A. m. 
yesterday morning, and was called to order 
by Dr. S. F. Chapin, of Sau .Jose, who nom­ 
inated Professor C. H. Dwinelle, President 
of the Board of State Horticultural Commis­ 
sioners, as temporary President, and he was 
elected. Upou taking the chair, and after 
thanking the Convention for the honor con­ 
ferred, he asked for nominations of the other 
temporary' officers. Senator William John­ 
ston was then elected temporary Vice-Presi- 
detit, and J. H. Whalen, Secretary of the 
State Board of Horticulture, and E. F. 
Smith, Secretary of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture, were elected Secretaries. 
The attendance of representative and lead­ 
ing men connected with the horticultural in­ 
terests, and coming from all parts of the 
State, is large, among whom are W. H. Jes­ 
sup, of Alameda county; .J. W . Violet, 
Amador; C. D. Gray, B utte; O, E. 
Carpenter, P. D, Brown, O. W. Os­ 
borne, C. P. Tyler and W. Woolsey,

T. D. Plain, C. R. Hill, Grass Valley; Felix

Senator Johnston moved the appoint­ 
ment of a Committee on Permanent Organ­ 
ization and Order of Business. Carried, and 
A. S. White of Riverside, It. B. Blowers of 
Woodland, M. T. Brewer of Sacramento, N. 
IÍ. Peck of Placer, John McMullan of So­ 
lano, and Matthew Cocke of Sacramento, 
were appointed. 
The committee retired, and after a short 
deliberation returned and made the following 
report: That the temporary officers of the 
Convention be declared the permanent ones, 
and that the order of business be : (1) Address 
by the President; (2) Report of the Chief 
Horticultural Officer; (3) Appointment of 
committees ; (a) Ways and Means ; (6) Fruit 
Growers; (c) Fruit Shippers to Eastern 
States; (U ) Fruit Shippers to West of Omaha; 
(c) Fruit Packers; (/) Commission ?Jer- 
ehants ; (</) Nurserymen ; (4) Address of Wel­ 
come by Mayor J. (j. Brown; (5) Essay on 
Insect Pests, by Dr. S. E. Chapin ; (0) Gen­ 
eral discu"sion. The report of the committee 
was adopted. 
Mr. Johnston moved that during the Con­ 
vention all addresses or remarks before the 
body, except set speeches and essays, be con­ 
fined to five minutes. Seconded by Mr. 
Brewer, and carried. 
The President stated that as the committee 
bad made it his duty to make an opening ad­ 
dress, and as it was unexpected, he would 
ask that he be allowed until the commence­ 
ment of the afternoon session before address­ 
ing the Convention. L'pon motion of Mr. 
Johnston, 1 P. M. was appointed for 
the address of Mr. Dwinelle, ar.d the next 
business was proceeded with, which was an 
essay by Matthew Cooke, Chief Executive 
Horticultural Officer, upou the introduction 
and Rpread of insect pests in the State, and 
the means of their extermination. The ad­ 
dress was received with warm applause. 
Mr. Johnston moved that the address of 
Mr. Ccoke bo referred to a committee of five, 
and that they report upon it immediately 
after the opening address iu the afternoon. 
Carried. 
The Chair appuinted William Johnston, 
Felix Gillett, John H. Carroll, Charles Gam­ 
mon and E. R. Thurber as such committee. 
The Convention then adjourned until 1 P. if. 
Afternoon Session. 
Upon reassembling <f the Convention it 
wr.s called to order by Vice-President John­ 
ston.The committee of five appointed to report 
upon the address of Chief Horticultural Offi­ 
cer, Mr. Cooke, then made the following re­ 
port : 
? 
The committee to whom was referred the 
report of the Chief Horticultural Officer of 
the State, Matthew Cooke, beg to re­ 
port as follows: 
The Convention has doubtless listened with 
great ploasuro and .still greater instruction 
to the many valuable and useful suggestions 
therein contained, not alone to producers of 
th9 fruits on the coast, but likewise to all, 
shippeie, consumers and all others having ia 
hand the well-being of that inestimable 
source of our coast’s wealth at heart. The 
committee trust that the report may be so 
placed before tho public of the State 
that it may not fall as dead matter, 
but that its lull merit and usefulness 
may 
be perpetuated by becoming a 
text book, to be studied and learned in 
the interest of the great good that has called 
us together. 
Your committee further recommend that 
the report fce published as soon as practicable 
for general circulation, and ia conclusion we 
beg to offer the following ; 
Ilesolve(/, That in Matthew Cooke the State lias a 
first-class Chief Officer, and one who, appreciating 
the dutias of his office, is willing to devote his 
labors to their fulfillment. 
Ketolvtd, That the Convention of horticulturists 
here assembled thereby tender him heartfelt thanks 
for his able essay on our needs and promise him an 
effort to eecoud him by our industry and persever­ 
ance in the good work. 
Mr. Brewer made a motion that the report 
be adopted, and made a few pertinent re­ 
marks. 
Remarks were also made by I. N. Hoag, 
Professor Dwiuelle and Mr. Hatch in 
favor of the adoption of the report of the 
committee; also upon the excellent service 
rendered by Mr. Cooke as Horticultural Offi­ 
cer, and the value of the pamphlet prepared 
by him. On a vote the report of the com­ 
mittee was then adopted unanimously. 
The President of the State Horticultural 
Commission and President of the Con­ 
vention, Professor Dwir.elle then read his 
address, which was a brief history of the hor­ 
ticultural industries from the early days of 
the State to the present time, and contained 
man7 valuable suggestions. He spoke of the 
great value of the fruit-growing interests, 
especially as they necessarily lead to breaking 
the lands up into small farms and introduced 
ihrifty homes among us, and referred to the 
peculiar advantages of our climate and loca­ 
tion for fruit growing and industries of the 
vir.e.(In motion of M. T. Brewer the address 
war ordered printed for general circulation. 
J. (J Brown, Mayor of Sacramento, was 
hen introduced and delivered an address of 
welcome to the members of the Convention. 
Ou m ilion, Mr. Brown was requested to 
furnish the Secretary of the Convention with 
his address for publication with the proceed­ 
ings of the Convention. 
An address was then read by Dr. Chapin, 
of Santa Clara, on the scale bugs destructive 
to fruit and fruit tree». 
Mr. Brewer moved that Dr. Chapin be 
requested to eive a copy of Jiis address to the 
press fur publication. 
Mr. Cooke moved as an amendment that 
he te requested to furnish a copy for publica­ 
tion. Toe amendment was accepted and 
adopted. 
Mr. Cooke then took the floor and called 
for a general discussion on the subject of 
remedies, and called on Mr. Wilson, of New­ 
castle. to give his experience. Mr, Wilson 
came forward and stated that he had found 
potash to be a good remedy for borers, and 
said that trees kept iu a healthy condition 
were not likely to be attacked by borers. 
Dr. Chapiu said that the hea'thy condition 
of '.ha trre made no difference as to the attack 
of the black scale. 
W. H. Jessup, of Alameda, confirmed 
-Mr. Wilson’s position, that healthy trees are 
not attacked by borers, and recommended 
wrapping young trees wheu set out ia or­ 
chards. 
Professor Dwinelle said that he had not 
found the Eastern apple borers in this State ; 
that the insect here was a smaller insect, but 
etill very destructive. That tho trees in a nur­ 
sery were shaded, and when setseparate were 
.exposed to the heat of the sun, and the sap 
interrupted, consequently exposed to the at­ 
tack of insects. 
Mr. Jessup said that wrapping with sacks 
protected the tree from being iojured by 
cultivation—hitting by whiffle-trees. H e alto 
thinks the shading of the trees prevents the 
hatching of insect eggs. 
Rev. Mr. Peck said he had used paper 
wiih the same results, 
Mr. Woods, of Sin Joaquin, spoke on the 
snbject of borers, but he could not be heard 
by the reporter. 
G. W. Fraser, of Elmira, said there 
are two kinds of borers, one a small worm 
and the other a larger worm—the Utter bring 
found on the apple and pear. The smaller 
one only penetrated beneath the bark. Shad­ 
ing the tree he believed to be a good and cer­ 


tain remedy in connection with good cultiva­ 
tion. He also reocmroended to leave the top 
of the tree low down ar.d not allow unpro­ 
fessional prnners to destroy the tree by too 
much cutting off the limbs. 
Mr. Jes3up thought the small borer the sec­ 
ond year went for the heart of the tree. 
W. G. WilsoD, of Newcastle, said be had 
a S'od deal of trouble with borers, and con­ 
cluded he had not need water enough. He 
had found cow manure and slickeus wrapped 
around the tree to fce a perfect remely—and 
u:e more water. 
Mr. Cooke said he thought the borers had 
been pretty well hunted down, and would 
suggest that those who had experience with 
the codling moth should be heard. 
Hon. Wm. Johnston said the object of this 
Convention was to make tho knowledge of 
the few the property of tho Convention, and 
urged those who had experience to relate it. 
Rev. Mr. Peck, of Newcastle, said he had 
been a Methodist preacher, but had some ex­ 
perience in horticulture; had endeavored to 
help make a living iu this manner ; bad used 
different kinds of washes for borers; the 
common sheep wash was as good as any. The 
codling moth had most mined the orchards of 
Placer county ; had used carbolic soap wash, 
made from soap bonght of the Standard Soap 
Com p any. 
Mr. Jessup said there were some of the 
codling moth in Hity wards, Alameda county. 
A neighbor of his said there were none in his 
orchard, but he had found seventeen under 
one loose piece of bark on one tree. 
A. Vizelich, of Stockton, said he had a 
large number of kinds of trees. Had noticed 
lots of insects crawling up his trees. Saved 
all his ashes and made lye, and put some sul­ 
phur in it. and washed his trees with the 
mixture. The same thing will kill inseete on 
cabbage, rose-bushes, etc. 
Felix Gillett, of Nevada, Baid ho had found 
tho larv® near the ground most. Suggested 
that the parasite of the codliDg moth be im­ 
ported from Europe and propagated. Rec­ 
ommended the use of Bour milk by throwing 
it into the tree. 
Mr. Johnston moved that each member cf 
the Convention who have been experiment­ 
ing against insect pests, write cut his experi­ 
ence, or a receipt of material used, whether 
successful or not, and hand to the Secretary 
for publication. Carried. 
Mr. Jessup said he had accidentally found 
a good trap for the lam e of the codling moth 
—cut straw thrown around the roots of the 
tree. The moth go into the little tubes of 
straw ; then gather up the straw and bura it 
and the worms. 
John McMullen, of Suisun, had had an 
orchard from the early days of the State, and 
had no trouble till the codling moth came in 
his orchard. He knew of no better way than 
to wrap the trees and examine them every 
day. He wanted some one to tell whore the 
moth lies in the winter and where it came 
from ia spring. 
Mr. Ilaley, of Placer, said he had been 
fighting the moth several ye irs, and had the 
same trouble. Where did they go in winter? 
Had finally commerced digging up apple 
trees, ar.d found the larvtc around the roots. 
Thought the idea of Mr. Jessup, to throw cut 
straw around the trees, a good one. If they 
found a warm placa in the straw, they would 
not go into the ground for the roots. 
I-r. Chapin said care should be had not to 
make a nest for field mice with straw. 
Mr. Jeesup replied that not enough straw 
should be used to make mice-nests, and that 
the straw could be removed and burned be­ 
fore the winter was far enough advanced to 
call the mice. 
Mr. Hatch suggested the use of bisulphide 
of carbon. 
Mr. Will iamsor. wanted to say a word 
about the borer. Had tried cow manure, etc., 
but the best remedy ho had found was to 
thoroughly shade the body of the tree by its 
owe top, if possible. The great necessity is 
to shade and keep in a gotd growing condi­ 
tion. The hot sun contracts the bark and 
makes the tree unhealthy, and invites the 
borers. 
After remarks by several other gentlemen, 
at ten minutes past 4 o’clock r. M. the Con­ 
vention acjonrned till this morning at 10 
o’clock at the same place. 
Erentag M edina. 
The members of the Convention, by invi­ 
tation, met at the business house of M. T. 
Brewer & Co., to witness an exhibition of in­ 
sects injurious to fruit and fruit trees. Many 
citizens were also present. The exhibition 
was gotten up by Mr. Cooke, and consisted of 
specimens of all the most destructive insects 
to the horticultural interests that have made 
their appearance in the State. The speci­ 
mens were shown under magnifying glasses 
anti ia different stages of existence and posi­ 
tions, so as to exemplify in a good degree their 
habits and Datural history. On the whole 
the exhibition was a very interesting and use­ 
ful one, and seemed to be highly appreciated 
by all present. The occosiou was also made 
one of social intercourse among the fruit­ 
growers aud their friends, the conversation 
generally turning upon the fruit industries of 
the State.

tion and examination of the booka have confirmed 
! ray firot impression. Without those affidavits there 
is no tmffieieiit evidence upon which to impute mis­ 
conduct to the jury, and the motion is denied. 
It is the province and tho duty of the Court to ex­ 
amine the whole c¿se and find the facts in cases of 
this character, the verdict of the jury upon special 
issuei being, at most, only advisory to the con­ 
science oí the Court; and therefore tho second 
ground of the motion may be disregarded or cuoeid- 
creu as being submitted as a part of the case zj 
finally submitted. 
Tne Court is not bound by the findings of the jury 
in this case, but may for good and sufficient cause 
disregard thtm , but it is a good, and safe rule for the 
Court to adopt the findings of the jury in so far as 
they appear to be reasonable conclusions frdm the 
evidence offered. In other words, if the conscience 
of the Chancellor can be reconciled with the findings 
of the jury as reasonably fair deductions from the 
evidence in the case, the verdict will be followed ; 
but if the verdict be manifestly against the weight 
of evidence, it is not only within the power, but it 
is the duty of the Chancellor to disregard the con­ 
clusions of the jury and find the facts according to 
bis own judgment. This power was conceded by the 
argument upon both sides, andj is too well Settled 
to require any elaboration lure. 
For convenience in discussing the care it may be 
well to reverse the order and refer to the eecond 
finding first. The jury fouud against the defend­ 
ant upon the is«ue relating t? extreme cruelty, aud, 
without making a review of the somewhat volumi 
nous evidence, pro and con, upon this branch tf the 
cas-, suffice it to say that there w as sufficient evi­ 
dence on this point to sustain the verdict of the 
jury, and I can, without doing any violence to my 
conscience, adopt it as a reasonable conclusion from 
the conflicting evidence, although plaintiff herself 
has not been free from fault; therefore upon this 
iss le the finding in favor of the plaintiff is approved 
an 1 adopted as the finding of the Court. 
As to the other point there is more embarassment. 
T íe defendant is charged with a serious and almost 
u matnralcrime against h«s martial vows,and against 
c imraon decency. The very statement of such a charge 
arouses a just feeling of indignation in the breast 
of every chivalrous or high-minded man, and 
awakens the wrath of every virtuous woman ; and 
it is of the utmost importance that those who are 
called to pass sentence upon such a charge should 
exercise extreme care to avoid the natural inclina­ 
tion to prejudice against the accused. The mere 
statement that one has been guilty of some vile or 
ignoble act tarnishes his good name at once, and 
when Dame Humor takes up the theme and agitates 
it into a community scandal, it too frequently hap­ 
pens that the accused is virtually called into Court 
to prove that the judgment already pronounced 
against him is unjust, rather than to have a fuil, 
i .ir and impartial trial to ascertain whether or not 
the presumption of innocence vouchsafed him by 
our enlightened code can be overcome by a pre­ 
ponderance of legal evidence. The more abhorrent 
the crime charged the greater the tendency to jump at 
hasty conclusions of guilt, and the greater also should 
be the caution exercised in weighing the evidence, in 
order that our feeling of indignation for the crime 
may not become a factor in forming our conclusions 
as to the guilt of the accused. These remarks are 
not to be understood as having any especial applica­ 
tion to tills case, but merely as referring to a most 
natural tendency among our race to heartily abhor 
and hastily condemn that which is grossly indecent. 
The law* recognizes no degree-| in adultery, but 
morality does. Every act of adultery is, in the eyes 
of the law, a capital crime against the marriage 
vows; but public opinion is more scrutinizing and 
attaches a degree of obloquy according to the cir­ 
cumstances oí each particular case. 
The defendant Í3 charged litre with the commis­ 
sion of tiie act under circumstances of peculiar ag­ 
gravation. Maggie Ainsworth i^kis wife a niece and 
has been reared in his home as a member of bis 
family. Toward her he h is stood in the pi ice of a 
parent, and, in such a relation, it would be a vile 
man indeed who would even fail to protect, when he 
could, her good name and her virtue. The act is 
alleged to have been committed 011 the 23«i day '.I 
March, 18S1, In his own residence, in broad daylight, 
and with his family about the house. 
The law, in its wisdom, presumes every man to be 
innocent until his guilt is proven, and the more un­ 
natural the act charged the more proof requited to 
overcome the presumption. 
In considering the evidence, we must boar in 
mind that only one act is charged, and that upun 
the day named. 
To sust-in the charge the evidence of Mrs. Pow ers, 
of the plaintiff and Maggie Ainsworth is relied upon, 
and the defendant flatly denies the whole tiling. 
To speak first of the evidence of Mrs. Powers, a 
most estimable lady, and next door ueighbor to the 
parties, it will be remembered that she was called 
in to sec Mrs. Butler just after dark on the day 
named and witnessed a scene of considerable excite­ 
ment. Mrs. Butler was crying and violently berating 
her husband and Maggie Ainsworth. 
The defendant would occasionally attem pt to make 
some statement of denial or justification, but was 
requested by Mrs Powers to refrain from so doing, 
as it seemed to excite Mrs. Butler for him to say any­ 
thing. The only purpose for which such evidence 
is admissible is to show admissions of a party which 
may be implied from his silence. Under the circum­ 
stances detailed by Mrs. Powers no possible impli­ 
cations can arise from the defendant's silence, aud 
therefore her evidence does not in any degree tend 
to establish the charge. 
Then we have t ie testimony of the plaintiff and 
Maggie Ainsworth alone in support oí the allegation. 
The defendant is a truckman and works during 
the ordinary laboring hours, coming home to supper 
usually about 6 o’clock iu the evening. On the day 
m question the sun went down some twelve or fif­ 
teen minutes past G o’clock, and the plaintiff says 
they had supper earlier than usual that day, and 
that she went out a little before or a little after 6, 
pretending to visit a sick neighbor, went aiound the 
b ock and came in through the alley from the next 
street and entered the bick j’ard. That while there 
she saw defendant come out and look around the 
place and then go back into the basement of the 
house, she at the time standing in the woodshftd. 
She then put a pair of socks over her shoes to muffle 
the noise of her feet in walking and went up the 
outside back-stuirs and pee pen through the key­ 
hole of the back door of the hall of the first floor. 
She says she had implicit confidence in Maggie, and 
still she took all this trouble to eavesdrop and hear 
what Maggie and the defendant might be talking 
about. ¡She peeped through the kcy-bole and wit­ 
nessed a remarkable proceeding in the hall. 
rl he whole evidence upon the point clearly indi­ 
cates to my mind that at the time the plaintiff was 
peeping, or trying to peep, through the keyhole, it 
was so late, aud the light so dim, that she could not 
discern any object In the hall. The usual supper 
hour ; the situation of the premises; tbe fact that 
Mrs. Butler stood in a woodshed only a few feet 
from Butler and saw him walking in the back yard, 
not being seen herse f, are potcut circumstances to 
show th l it was nearly or quite nightfall. All agree 
that the gas had not been lit in that part of the 
house, but Mrs. Powers was called very soon, and 
the gas was burning when she came in. 
In short, 
the evidence convinces me that Mrs. Butler could 
not and did not see the scene she describes, except 
in so far as it existed in the imaginings of a mind 
distorted to the verge of dtthroned reason by suspi 
cion and jealousy. 
Then to cot rider for a moment the testim ony of 
Miss Ainsworth. I shall not reiterate her stcry, 
with its disgusting details, but wi 1 merely remark 
that, while it may be true, the whole stcry seems so 
unreasonable and unnatural, and so inherently im- 
pn bable, that I think it would be unsafe to convict 
any |>erson of any offense w ithout better proof. 
The .simple fact that a young woman of fair educa­ 
tion voluntarily assumes the witness stand, and 
under i ath proclaims to the world her prt mptuess 
to yield, without soliuitation or temptation, the 
citadel of her virtue to a man whom she heartily 
hated and despised, shows her mental aud moral 
qualities to be such as to arouse suspicion, rather 
than inspire confidence in her integrity. 
It seenu 
impossible to believe all her story, and not being 
able to believe it all, nor to discard a part and ac- 
cep*. the batanee, I am forced to disregard it all as 
too doubtful and unreliable upon which to convict 
any persou o f' a serious crime. 
StatUs evidence 
witnesses are always regarded with suspicion, and 
justly so, the law even gring so far as to prohibit 
the conviction of any person charged with the com­ 
mission of a crime upon the testimony of an accom­ 
plice, unless corroborated. The testimony given by 
an accomplice, in order to be entitled to belief, 
ought to be iei3onible and consbteut, and to em­ 
brace a relation of facts reasonable within them- 
sdve«. She is a susim-cU i w itness, coming upon the 
stand in i most u- u>mal and dubio .s atutudp, and 
her story is contrary to reason in many of its details. 
A judgment will be entered dissolving the bonds 
of matrimony between the parties to this suit, on 
the ground of extreme cruelty. 
_ 
And now, having disposed of the principal ques­ 
tion, it beeom s neoiScorv to adjust the other uiat' 
ttrs dependent upon the main issue. 
The custody and care of the oldest son, *• rank, as 
well as of Ilarry, the yotiogest, will be awarded to 
the plaintiff ; but as to the boj\ Stephen, I am fully 
persuaded that his best interests demand that be 
should be ruled by a stronger hand than that of bis 
mother. Iiis manner of speech and conduct as a 
witness indicate a high tempsr and insubordinate 
spirit, and I fear the result of removing him fiom 
the only natural and sufficient controlling power. It 
wiil therefore he ordered that this boy be placed un­ 
der the cu-todv of the father, w ith liberty at all rea­ 
sonable and proper limes to visit his mother.

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W asuixgtos, December 6*-h.—The following is 
President Arthur’s Message, read in Congress this 
m orning: 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States: An appalling calamity has be­ 
fallen the American people since their chosen repre­ 
sentatives last met in the halls where you arc now 
assembled. We might else recall with unalloyed 
content the prosperity with which throughout the 
year the nation has been blessed. Its harvests have 
been plenteous, its varied industries have thriven, 
the health of its people has been preserved, and it 
has maintained with foreign Governments the undft 
turbed relations of amity and peace. For these 
manifestation of His favor, we owe to Him who 
holds our destiny in His hands the tribute of our 
grateful devotions. 
To that mysterious exercise of His will which has 
taken from us the loved and illustrious citizen who 
was but lately the he id of the nation, we bow in 
sorrow and submistion. The memory of his ex­ 
alted character, of bis noble achievements and of 
his patriotic life, will be treasured forever as a sa­ 
cred possession of the whole people. The announce­ 
m ent of his death drew from fore'gn Governments 
and peoples tributes of sympathy and sorrow, which 
history will record as signal tokens of the friendship 
of nations and the admiration of mar.k’nd. The 
feeling of good will between our Government and 
that cf Great Britain was never more marked than 
at present. In recognition of that pleasing fact 
I directed, on the occasion of the centennial cele­ 
bration at Yorktown, that a salute be given to the 
British flag. 
* 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS, 
Save for the correspondence to which I shall here­ 
after refer to in relation to the proposed canal across 
the Isthmus of Panama, little has occurred worth 
mentioning in our diplomatic relations with other 
countries. Early in the year the Fortune Bay claims 
were satisfactorily settied by the British Gov­ 
ernment paying in 
tho 
sum of £15,000, 
most 
of 
which 
has already been distri­ 
buted in accordance with the terms of the 
settlement. Including the compensation for in­ 
juries suffered by our fishermen at A-pee Bay, there 
has been retained from the gross award a sum 
which is deemed adequate for these claims. 
The participation of Americans in the exhibition at 
Melbourne and Sydney will be approvingly men­ 
tioned in the reports of the Commissioners. 
The presence at the Yorktown celebratiou of rep­ 
resentatives of the French Republican descendants 
of Lafayette and his gallant compatriots, who were 
our allies in the Revolution, has served to strength­ 
en the spirP of good will which has always existed 
between the two nations. 
You will be furnished with the proceedings of the 
Bimetallic Conference held during the summer at 
Paria. No accord was reached, but a valuable inter­ 
change of views was had, and the Conference will 
next year be renewed. 
OCR RELATIONS WITH GERMANY. 
No new question respecting the status of our 
naturalized citizens in Germany have arisen dur­ 
ing the year, and the causes of complaint, 
especially in Alsacc-Lorainc, have practically 
ceased, through the liberal action of the 
Imperial Government in accepting our often- 
expressed views on the subject. The applica­ 
tion of the treaty of 1808 to the lately acquired 
Rhenish provinces has received very earnest atten­ 
tion, and a lasting agreement on this point is con­ 
fidently expected. The participation of the descend­ 
ants of Baron Von Steuben in the Yorktown festiv­ 
ities, and their subsequent reception by their 
American kinsmen, strikingly evinced the ties of 
the good will which unite the German people and 
our own. 
SPANISH-AMERICAN CLAIMS COMMISSION. 
Our intercourse with Spain has been friendly. An 
agreement was concluded in February last, which 
fixes a term for the labors of the Spauish and Amer­ 
ican Claims Commission. The Spanish Government 
has been requested to pay the ftte awards of the 
Commission, and w ill.it is believe 1, accede to the 
request as promptly and courteously as on 
farm er occasions. 
By recent legislation oner­ 
ous fiues have been imposed upon Ameri­ 
can shipping in Spanish and Colonial porta 
for 
slight 
irregularities 
in 
manifests. 
Or.e cosí of hardship is especially worthy of atten­ 
tion. The bark Mason, bound for Japan, entered 
Manila m distress, and is there scu/nt to be con­ 
fiscated under the Spanish revenue laws for an al­ 
leged shortage in her transhipped cargo. Though 
efforts for her relief have thus far proved un­ 
availing, it is expected that the whole will be ad­ 
justed iu a friendly spirit. 
OUR FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
The Senate resolutions of condolence on the assas­ 
sination of the Czar Alexander II. were appropriate­ 
ly communicated to the R-usiau Government, which 
in turn lias expressed its Fvmpatby in our late na­ 
tional bereavement. It is desired that our cordial 
relations with Russia should be strengthened by 
proper engagement?, assuring to peaceable Amc; i- 
cans who visit the Empire the consideration which 
is due to them as citizens of a friendly State. This 
is especially needful with respect to American Israel­ 
ites, whose classification with the native Hebrews 
has evoked energetic icmonstrauces from this Gov­ 
ernment. 
A consular agre.m ert with Italy lias been sanc­ 
tioned aud proclaimed, which puts at re£t the con­ 
flicts of jurisdiction in the case of crimes on ship­ 
board. Several important international conferences 
have teen held in Italy during the year. At the 
Geographical Congress of Venice, the Boniface Con­ 
gress of Milan and the Nice Congress of Turin this 
country wa3 represented by delegates from the 
branches of public service cr by private citizens, 
duly accredited to it in an honorary capaci:/. It i. 
hoped that Congress will give such prominence to 
the result* of their deliberations as they may seem 
to deserve. 
The abolition of all discriminating duties against 
such colonial productions of the Dutch East Indies 
as are imported hither from Holland has been al­ 
ready considered by Congress. I trust that at the 
present session the m atter may bo favorably con 
eluded. 
The insecurity of life and property iu many parts 
of Turkey has given rise to correspondence with the 
Porte looking particularly to the better protection 
of American missionaries in the Empire. The con­ 
demned murderer of the eminent missionary, I)r. 
Justin W. Parsons, has not yet been executed, al­ 
though the Government has repeatedly demanded it. 
The Swiss Government has solicited the good of­ 
fices of our diplomatic and consular agents for the 
protection of its cit zens in countries where it is not 
itself ’represented. This request has, with proper 
limits, b en granted. Our agents in Switzerland 
liavj 1 eei instructed to piotjst against the conduct 
of the authorities of certain co m runes in permit­ 
ting the emigration to this country of criminals and 
other objectionable persons. Several such persons, 
through the oo-operation of the Commissioners of 
Emigration at New York, have been sent back by 
the steamers which brought them. A continuance 
of this course may prove a more effectual remedy 
• than diplomati • remonstrance. 
Treaties of commerce and navigation, and for the 
regulation of consular priuleges, have been con­ 
cluded with Roumama and Servia since their admis­ 
sion into the family of European States. As is natu 
ral with contiguous States, they have like ¡institu­ 
tions and like sini3 of advancement and develop­ 
ment. 
MEXICO, CENTRAL AMERICA AND THE ISTHMUS 
CANAL. 
The friendship of the United States and Mexico 
has been constantly maintained. 
The Government 
has lost no occasion of encouraging the Mexican 
Government to a beL ?fidal realization of the mutual 
advantages which will result from more intimate 
commercial intercourse, and from the opening of the 
rich Interior of Mexico to railway enterprise. I deem 
it important that means be provided to restrain the 
lawlessness unfortunately bo common on the front­ 
ier, and to 6upprtS3 the forays cf the reservation 
Indians on either side of the Rio Grande. 
• 
The neighboring States of Central America have 
preserved internal peace, and their outward rela­ 


tions toward the United States have been those of 
ininute friendship. There are encouraging sign3 of 
their growing disposition to subordinate their local 
interests to those which are common to them by 
reason of their geographical reiatioLS. 
The boundary dispute between Guatemala and 
Mexico has afforded this Government an opportu­ 
nity to exercise its good offices for preventing a 
rupture between these States, and for procuring a 
peaceful solution of the question. I cherish a strong 
hope that in view of our relations of amity with 
both countries, our friendly counsels will prevail. 
The Costa Rican Government lately formed an 
agreement with Colombia for settling by arbitration 
the boundary question between those ciuctriea, 
providing that the post of arbitrante should be 
offered successively to tbe King of the Belgians, 
the Kiug of Spain and the President of the 
Argentine Confederation. The King of the Belgians 
declined to act, but I am not as yet advised of the 
action of the King of Spain. As we have certain 
interests in the disputed territory which are pro­ 
tected by offr treaty engagements with one cf the 
parties, it is important that the arbitration should 
not, without our cousent, affect our rights, and this 
Government has accordingly thought proper to 
make its views known to the parties to the agree- 
me t, and to intim ate them to the Belgian Govern­ 
ment. 
The question growing out of the proposed inter- 
oceanic water-way acrosj the Isthmus of Panama is 
of grave national importance. This Government 
has not been uodutiful of the solemn obligations 
imposed upon it by its compact ef 1346 with Colom 
bia, as the independent and sovereign mistress of 
the territory crossed by the canal, and has sought 
to render them effective by fresh engagements 
with 
the Colombian 
Republic, looking 
to 
the praeical execution of the negotiations tí 
tiis end. After they had reached what appeared 
to be a mutually satisfactory solution, we were met 
in Colombia by the disavowal of the powers which 
its Envoy had assumed, and by a proposal for re­ 
newed negotiations on a fortified basis. Meanwhile 
this Government learned that Colombia had pro­ 
posed to the European powers to join in a guarantee 
of the neutrality of the proposed Panama Canal—a 
guarantee which would be in direct contravention of 
our obligations as the sole guarantee of the integ­ 
rity of Colombian territory and of the neutrality of 
the canal itself. My lamented predecessor felt it 
his duty to place before the European powers the 
reasons which made the prior guarantee of the 
United States indispensable, and for which the in­ 
terjection of any foreign guarantee might be re­ 
girded as a superfluous and unfriendly act. 
SITTING b u ll. 
The surrender of Sitting Bull and his force upon 
the Cauadiau frontier has allayed all apprehension, 
although bodies of hostile Indians still cross the 
border in quest of sustenance. Upon this subject a 
correspondence has been opened which promises an 
ade quate understanding. Our troops have orders to 
avoid meanwhile all collisions with alien Indians. 
ELECTRICAL EXHIBITION AT PARIS. 
At. the Electrical Exhibition and Congress held 
at Paris this country wa9 creditably represented by 
eminent specialists, who in the absence of an appro­ 
priation generously lent their efficient aid, at the in­ 
stance of the State Department. While our exbibi 
tion In this almost distinctively American field of 
achievement won several awards, I recommend that 
Con¿rc?s provide for the repayment of the personal 
expense incurred in the public interest by the hon­ 
orary Commissioners and delegates. 
CLAYTON-BULWER TREATY. 
Foreseeing the probable reliance of the British 
Government ou the provisions of the Ciayton- 
Bulwer treaty of 1850, as affording room for a share 
in the guarantees which the United States cov­ 
enanted w 'th Colombia fuur years before, I have 
not hesitated to supplement the action of my 
predecessor by proposing to her Majesty » Govern­ 
ment the modification of that instrument, and the 
abrogation of such clauses thereof as do not com­ 
port with the obligations of the United States to 
ward Colombia, or with the vital needs of the two 
friendly parties to the compact. 
SOUTH-AMERJCAN STATES. 
This Government sees with great concern the 
continuance of the.hostile relations between Chile, 
Bolivia and Peru. An early peace between the 
republics is much to be desired, not only that they 
may themselves be spared further misery aud blood­ 
shed, but because their continued antagonism threat­ 
ens consequences which are, in m3* judgment, dan­ 
gerous to the interests of a republican government on 
this continent; aud calculated to destroy the best 
elements of our own free and peaceful civiiizition. 
As in the present cxci cd condition of popular feel­ 
ing in these countries fchcrc has been serious misap 
prehension of the po6iiion of the United States, and 
as separat i diplomatic intercourse with each, 
through independent Ministers, is sometimes sub­ 
ject,.owing to the want of prompt reciprocal com- 
mum e.tion, to temporary misuudersianding, I 
luve deemed it judicious at tho present time to 
send a special Envoy accredited to all and each of 
them, and furnished with general instructions, 
which will, I trust, enable them to bring these 
powers into friendly relations. 
The Government of Venezuela maintains its atti­ 
tude of warm friendship, aud continues with great 
regularity its payment of the monthly quota of the 
diplomatic debt. W ithout suggesting the direction 
in which Congress should act, 1 ask attention to the 
pending questions affecting the distribution of the 
sums thus far received. The relations between 
Venezuela and France, growing out of the same 
debt, have been for somo time past in an unsatis­ 
factory state, and this Government, as the neighbor 
and the .largest creditor of Venezuela, ha3 inter­ 
posed itself with the French Government, with the 
view of producing a friendly and honorable adjust­ 
ment. 1 regret that the commercial interests between 
the United St itcs and Erazilj from which great advan­ 
tages were hoped a year ago, have suffered from the 
withdrawal of the American lines of communication 
between Brazilian p;ris and our own. Through the 
efforts of our Minister Resident at Buenoj Ayres and 
the United States Minister at Santiago, a treaty has 
been c included between the Argentine Republic and 
Chile, disposing of the loug-pending Patagonian 
boundary question. It ft a m atter of congratulation 
that our Government lias been offered the oppor­ 
tunity of successful!} exerting its good influence tor 
the prevention of disagreements between the repub­ 
lics of the American continent. 
THE CHINESE TREATY. 
I am glad to inform you that the treaties lately 
negotiated with China have been duly ratified on 
both sides, and the exchange made at Peking. Leg­ 
islation is necessary to carry its provisions into 
effect. The prompt and friendly spirit with which 
the Chinese Government, at tbe request of the 
United States, conceded tho modification of the ex­ 
isting treaties, should secure careful regard fur the 
interest and susccytibilit es of that Government in 
the enactment of any laws relating to Chinese emi 
gration. These clauses of the treaties which forbid 
the participation of citizens or vessels of the United 
States in the opium trade will doubtless require 3*our 
approval, and they will attest the sincere interest 
which our people and Government take in the com­ 
mendable efforts cf the Chinese Government to put 
a stop to this demoralizing and destructive traffic. 
In relation both to China and Japan, some changes 
are desirable iu our present system of consular juris­ 
diction. I hope at some future time to lay before you 
a scheme lor its improvement in the entire East. 
The intimacy between cur country and Japan, the 
most advanced of the Eastern nations, continues 
to be cordial. I am advised that the Emperor con­ 
templates the establishment ( f a constitutional 
Government, and that he has already summoned a 
parliamentary Congress, for tbe purpose cf effecting 
a change. Such a remarkable step toward complete 
assimilation with the Western system canuct fail to 
bring Japan into closer and more beneficial relation­ 
ship with ourselves as the chief Pacific j ower. A 
question hag arisen in relation to the ex- rcise in that 
country of the judicial functions conferred upon eur 
Ministeis and ConsuTs. The indictment, trial and 
conviction iu the Consular Court at Yokohama of 
John Ross, a merchant seaman on board an Ameri­ 
can vessel, have made it necessary for the Govern­ 
ment to institute a careful examination into the 
nature and methods of this jurisdiction. 
It ap­ 
peared that Ross was regularly shipped under the 
flag of the* United States, but w as by birth a British 
subject. My predecessor felt it his duty to main­ 
tain the position that during his service as a regu­ 
lar y sh:p{*ed seaman on board an American mer­ 
chant vessel, Ross was subject to the laws of that 
scrviee, and to the jurisdiction of the United State9 
Consulate authorities. 
I renew the recommendation which has beeti here 
tofore urged by the Executive upon the ffttentlon of 
Gocgress, that after the reduction of such amount 
as may be found due to American citizens, the bal­ 
ance of the indemnity funds heretofore obtained 
from China and Japan, and which are now In the 
hands of the State Department, be returned to the 
Governments of thcso countries. 
The King of the Hawaii*, in the course of his 
homeward return after a journey Aound the world, 
has late'y visited this coun ry. Wfiile our relations 
with that Kingdom arc friendly, this Government 
has viewed with concern tbe efforts to seek replen­ 
ishment of the diminishing population of $6e ft^ads 
from outward sources, to a degree which may im­ 
pair their native sovereignty aud independence, in 
which the Doited States was among the first to tes- 
Mfy a lively íoterest. 
RELATIONS WITH SECOND-CLASS POKERS. 
Relations of uuimpeechel amity ba7e been main­ 
tained throughout the year with the respective Gov­ 
ernments of Austria, ÜHngary, Belgium, Denmark, 
Hayti, Paraguay, Uruguay, Portugal, Sweden and 
Norway, and this may also be said of Greece and 
Ecuador; and although our relations with these 
States have lor same year$ been severed hy 


withdrawal of appropriations for diplomatic repre­ 
sentatives at Athens and Quito, it seems expedient 
to restore those missions, even on a reduced scale, 
and I decidedly recommend such a course with re­ 
spect to Ecuador, which is likely within the near 
future to play an important part among the nations 
of the south Pacific. 
At the lait extra session attention was called to 
the text of the Geneva Convention for the relief of 
the wounded id war. I trust this action foreshadows 
such interest in the subject as will result in tbe ad­ 
hesion of the United States to that humane and 
commendable arrangement. 
I call your attention to the propriety of adopting 
a new code of international rules for the prevention 
of collisions on the high seas, and of conforming the 
domestic legislation of the United States thereto, so 
that no confusion may arise fi om the application 
of these rules by vessels of different nationali­ 
ties meeting in tidal waters. These international 
ru’es differ but slightly from ourovn. They have 
been adopted by the Navy Department for the gov­ 
ernance of the war ships of the United States on the 
high seas aud in foreign waters, and through the 
action of the State Department in disseminating the 
rules, and in acquainting the ship masters with the 
opt'on cf conforming to them without the jurisdic­ 
tion of the waters of the United States, they are 
now very generally known and obeyed. 
The State Department continues to publish to the 
country the trade and manufacturing reports re­ 
ceived from its officers abroad. The success of this 
course warrants its continuance, aud such appropri­ 
ation as may be required to meet the rapidly in­ 
creasing demand for those publications. 
With 
special reference to the Atlanta Cotton Exposition, 
the October number of the reports was devoted to a 
valuable collection of papers on the cotton goods 
trade of the world. 
INTERNATIONAL SANITARY CONFERENCE. 
The International Sanitary Conference, for 
which in 1S79 Congress made provision, assembled 
in this city early in January lost, and its sessions 
were prolonged until March. Although it reached 
no specific conclusion .affecting¿the future actions 
of the participating powers, the interchange of 
views proved to be most valuable. The full proto­ 
cols of the sessions have been already presented to 
the State Department. As pointing to this general 
subject, I call 3 our attention to the ojterations of 
the National Board of Health, established by Act of 
Congress, approved March 3, 1879. Its sphere of 
duty was enlarged by the Acts of June 2d, of the 
same year. . By the last named Act the Board was 
required to institute such measures as might be 
deemed necessary for preventing the introduction of 
contagious or infectious diseases from foreign coun­ 
tries into the United States, or from one State to an­ 
other. The execution of the rules and regulations 
prepared by the Board, and approved by raj' prede­ 
cessor, has done much to arrest the progress of epi­ 
demic disease, and has thus rendered substantial 
service to the nation. The International Sm itary 
Conference to which I have rtferred adopted a form 
of bill of health to ba used by all vessels seeking to 
enter the ports of the countries where representa­ 
tives participated in ite deliberations. This form 
has Bince been prescribed by the National Board of 
Health, and incorporated with its rules and regula­ 
tions, which have been approved by rat* in pursu­ 
ance of the law. The health of the people i3of su­ 
preme importance. All measures looking to their 
protection against the spread of contagious disease, 
and the increase of sanitar3 knowledge for such 
purpos.p, deserve the attention of Congress. 
FINANCIAL— COINAGE. 
The report of the Secretary of the Treasury* repre­ 
sents in detail a highly satisfactory exhibit of tho 
state of the finances and the condition of the various 
branches of the publ c service administered b3r thc^ 
Department. 
The ordinary revenues from all 
sources for the fiscal year ending June 10,1S81, 
were : From customs, §135,2(11,385 5*2 ; from public 
lands, §*2,2*21,863 47; from tax ou circulation and 
deposits of national banks, §8,116,113 72; from the 
repayment of interest by Pacific Railway companies, 
§801,833 80; from the sinking fund of the four Pa­ 
cific Railioad Companies, $805,180 54 ; from custom 
fees, fiues, ¡»enaltics, etc., $1,225,514 86 ; from fees 
of consular letters patent and lands, $2,244,984 89 ; 
from the proceeds of sales of Government property, 
$2,621,740 ; from profits on coinage, $3,468,485 Cl ; 
from the revenue of the District of Columbia, 82,­

880 13. Total ordinary receipts, $ 60,782,297. Ex­ 
penditures for the same period were : For civil ex­

939,540 02 ; for the Indians, $6,574,101 09 ; for pen­ 
sions, $5,050,279 62; for the military establishments, 
including river and harbor improvements and 
arsenals, §40,466,460 52 ; for the naval establish­ 
ment, including vessels, machinery and improve­ 
ments at the navy yards, $15,6SG,671 66 ; for miscel­ 
laneous expenditures, including public buildings, 
light-houseB aud collecting the revenue, $41,837,­

chased, §1,062,248 98. Total ordinary expenditures, 
$260,712,8:7 59—leaving as surplus of revenue. 
$100,OS9,404 93, which was applied as follows: To 
the redemption of bands for the sinking fund, $74,­ 
371,200; fractional currency lor the sinking fund, 
§1,090,010 05; loan of February, 1361, §741,S00; 
ten-forties of lb64, $2,016,150; five twenties of 1865, 
§3,730; coneols of 1865, §143,150; consols of 1SG7, 
$>59,115; consols of 1868, §337,400; loans and 
indemnity, §10,000 ; old cemauds, compound in­ 
terest and other notes, §18,330, and to the increase 
of cash iu the Treasury, $14,637,023 93. Total, 
§100,0S9,404 98. The requirements of the sinking 
fund for the year amounted to §90,786,065 0*2, which 
sum includes a balance of §49,817,128 78 net. Dur­ 
ing the previous fiscal year the sum of $74,430,­ 
201 05 was applied to this fund, which left a deficit 
of §16,305,873 47. 
The increase of the rev­ 
enues f.r 1S81 over those of the previous 
year was §29,357,901 10. 
It is estimated that 
the receipts during the present fiscal year 
will reach $400,003,000, and tho expenditures 
$270,000,000, leaving a surplus of $130,000,000, ap­ 
plicable to the sinking fund and the redemption of 
the public debt. 1 approve of the recommendations 
of the Secretary of the Treasury that provision be 
made for the early retirem ent of silver cer­ 
tificates, and that the Act requiring their 
issue be repealed. 
They were issued in 
pursuance of the policy of the Government to main­ 
tain silver at near the gol i standard, and *cre 
accordingly made receivable for all customs, taxis 
and public dues. About §6G,000,000 of them arc 
now outstanding. They formed an unnecessary 
addition to the paper currency, a sufficient am .uut 
of which may be readily supplied by the national 
banks. In accordance with the Act of February 28, 
1878, the Treasury Department has monthly caused 
at least §2,000,000 in value ot silver bullion 
to be coined into standard 
silver dollars. 
One 
hundred and tx*o millions of 
these 
dolíais have already been coined, while only 
about thirty-four millions are in circulation. 
For reasons which ho «pecifies, I concur in the Secre­ 
tary's recommen iation that the provision for coinage 
of a fixed amount each month be repealed, aud that 
hereafter only so much be coined as shall be neces­ 
sary to supply the demand. The Secretary adv.'scs 
that the issue of gold certificates should not for the 
present be resumed, and euggests that tbe nationa 
banks may properly be forbidden by law to retire 
their currency, except on rea d ab le notice of their 
intention so to do. Such legislation would seem to 
be justified by the recent action of the banks on tbe 
occasion referred to in the Secretary's report. Of 
the §15,000,000 of fractional currency still outstand­ 
ing only about §80,000 has been redeemed the cur­ 
rant} ear. The suggestion that this amount may 
properly be dropped from the future statem* nts of 
the public debt seems worthy of approval. So, al?o, 
does the suggestion of the Secretary as to the ad­ 
visability of relieving tbe calendar of the United 
States Courts in the Southern District of New York, 
by their transfer to another tribunal, of numerous 
suits there pending against Collectors. 
REVENUE FROM CUSTOMS. 
The revenue from the customs of the past fiscal 
year was $191,596,760 0*2—aa increase of §10,­ 
637,611 42 over that of the preceding year. 
§138,093,562 39 of this amount was collected at the 
p jrt of New York, leaving §50,251,113 63 as the 
amount collected at ali other points of the country. 
Of this sum $47,977,137 63 was collected on sugar, 
melada and molasses, 627,285.624 7S on wool and 
manufactures, $214,625 34 on iron and steel and 
the manufactures thereof, §19,038,665 81 on the 
manufactures of silk, §10,825,115 21 on manufact­ 
ures of cotton, §6,469.613 on wines and spirits — 
making a total revenue from these sources 
of $133,053,720 81. The expenses for collection for 
the past year were $6,410,345 20 an increase over 
the preceding year of $337,410. Notwithstanding the 
invease in revenue from customs over the preceding 
year, tbe gross value of the imports, including 
free goods, decreased over $25,000,000. Toe marked 
decrease was in the valile of unmanufactured wool, 
$14,023,686 ; and in that of scrap and pig iron, | 12,- 
810,671. r te value of the import of sugar, on tbe 
other hand, showed an increase of $7,457,474; of 
steel rails, ^3,555,821; of barley, $2,151,204, and of 
steel in bars, ingots, etc, $620,046. 
Contrasted 
with the imports the exports were as follows; Do­ 
mestic merchandise, $91,839,256 47; foreign mer­ 
chandise, $184,513 99. Total, $9*2,023,779 16. Im­ 
ports of merchandise, §6,426,646 2S. Excess of ex­ 
ports 
over 
imports of merchandise, $597,­ 
127 18. 
Aggregate of exports, $15,450,419 74. 
Compared with the previous year, there was an in­ 
crease of $66,738,688 in the value of exports of 
merchandise, and a decrease of $25,290,118 in the 
value of imports. The annual average of increase 
ef huports'of merchandise over the exports thereof 
for ten years previous to June 30, 1873, was $194,- 
§06,922, but for the la^t six /cars there has been an 


excess of exports over imports of merchandise 
amounting to $1,180,668,103, an annual average of 
$1S6,778,017. The specie value of the exports of 
domestic merchandise was $376,516,473 in 1870, and 
§383,925,947 in 1871—an increase of $307,309,474, or 
131-5 per cent. The value of imports was $43,­ 
595,808 in 1870, and §6 42,664,628 in 1S81—an increase 
of $20,678,220, or 47 per cent. During each year, 
from 1S62 to 1879, inclusive, the export of specie 
exceeded the imports. The largest excess of such 
export over imports was reached during the year 
1364, when it amounted to §92,204,929, but 
during the year ending June 30, 1%S0, the 
imports of coin and bullion exceeded the ex­ 
ports by §75,891,391, aud during the last fiscal 
year the excess of imports over exports was $91,- 
1CS.650. In the last annual report of the Secretary 
of the Treasury the attention of Congress was called 
to the fact that §469,651,050 in five per centum 
bonds, and §203,572,750 in six per centum bonds, 
would become redeemable during the year, and Con­ 
gress was asked to authorize the refunding of these 
bonds at a lower rate of interest. The bill for such 
refunding having failed to become a law, the Secre­ 
tar}- of the Treasury in April last notified the hold­ 
ers of the $195,690,400 in six per cent, bonds then 
out, stating that the bond3 could be paid at par on 
the first day uf July following, or that they might 
be continued at the pleasure of the Government, to 
bear interest at the rate of 3J per centum per an­ 
num. Under this notice §178,055,150 of the six per 
centum bonds were continued at tbe lower rate, and 
§17.635,250 were redeemed in the mouth of May. A 
like notice was given respecting the redemption or 
continuance of $439,841,350 of the five j>er centum 
bonds theu outstanding, and of them §401,504,900 
were continued at 3i per centum per annum, aud 
$38,336,450 redeemed. Tbe six per centum bonds of 
the loan of February 8,1861, and of the Oregon w ar 
debt, amounting all together to $14,125,S00, having 
matured during the year, tbe Treasurer gave notice of 
his intention to redeem the same, and such as have 
been presented have been paid from the surplus 
issue. There have also been redeemed at par §10,­ 
179,100 of the three and a half percentum (con­ 
tinued) bonds, making a total of bonds redeemed 
which have ceased to bear interest, estimated, 
during the year at §123,969,650. The reduction of 
the annual interest on the public debt through these 
transactions is as follows: By the reduction of 
interest to three and one-half per cent, $10,473,­ 
552 27 ; by the redemption of bonds, $6,352,340. 
Total, §lG,82u,292 25. The three and one-half per 
cent, bonds being payable at the pleasure of the 
Government, are available for the investment of 
surplus revenue without the payment of premium. 
Uuless the bonds can be funded at a much lower 
rate of interest than they now bear, I agree with the 
Secretary of the Treasury that no legislation 
respecting them is desirable. It is a m atter of con­ 
gratulation that the business of the country has 
been so prosperous duriug the past year as to 
yield by taxation a large surplus of income to tbe 
Government. If the revenue laws remain unchanged 
this surplus must year by year increase on account 
of the reduction of the public debt and its burden of 
interest, and because of the great increase of popu­ 
lation. I111300, just prior to the institution of our 
internal revenue system, our population but 
slightly exceeded 30,000,000. 
By the census of 
1880, it is found to exceed 50,000,000. 
It is esti­ 
mated that even if the annual receipts aud ex­ 
penditure should continue as at present, the entire 
debt would be pai 1 in ten years. Iu view, howx-ver, 
of the heavy load of taxation which our people have 
already borne, we may well cousilcr whether it is 
not the part of wisdom to reduce the revenues, even 
if we delay a little the payment of the debt. It 
seeni3 to me that the time has arrived when the peo­ 
ple may justly demand some relief from their pres 
ent enormous burden, and that by due economy iu 
the various branchc3 of the public service this 
may readily be effected. I hereby concur with the 
Secretary in recommending tbe abolition of all in­ 
ternal revenue rates, except those upon tobacco in 
its various forms, upon distilled fermented liquors, 
and except also the special tax upon manufacturers 
of and dealers in such articles. The intention of tbs 
latter tax was desirable, as affording the officers of 
this Government a proper supervision of these 
articles and for the prevention of fraud. I agree 
with the Secretary of the Treasury that the 
law- imposing a stamp tax on matches, proprietary 
articles, playing-cards, checks and drafts, may 
with propriety be repealed, and the law also by 
which banks and bankers are assessed upon their 
capital and deposits. There seems to be a general 
sentiment in favor of this course. In the present 
condition of our revenues the tax upon deposits is 
especially unjust. It was never imposed in this 
count y until it was deemed one of the necessities 
of the war, and it was never exacted, I believe, even 
in its greatest exigencies. Bankers are required to 
secure their circulation by pledging w ith the Treas­ 
urer of the United States bonds of the General Gov­ 
ernment. The interest upon these bonds, which at 
the time when the tax was impose 1 was 0 per 
cent., is now, in most instances, 3£ per cent.; and, 
besides, the entire circulation was originally limited 
by law-, aud no increase was allowable. When the 
existing banks had practically a monopoly ot the 
business there was torce in the suggestion that f. r 
the franchise to the favorite grantees the Govern­ 
ment might very properly exact a tax on 
circulation, but for years the system has 
been free and the amount of circulation 
regulated b}- the public demand. The retention of 
this tax has been suggested as a means of reim­ 
bursing the Government for the expense of printing 
and furnishing the circulating notes. If the tax 
should be repealed it would certainly seem proper 
to require the national banks to pay the amount of 
such expense to the Controller of the Currency. It 
is perhaps doubtful whether the immediate reduc­ 
tion of the scale of taxation upon liquors and 
tobacco is advisable, especially in view of the drain 
upon the treasury which m ust attend the payment 
of arrears of pensions A comparison, however, of 
the amount8 of taxes collected under the varying 
rates of taxation w hich at different times prevailed, 
suggested the intimation that some reduction may 
soon be made without a material diminution of the 
revenue. The tariff laws, als->, need revision ; but 
that a due regard may be paid to tbe conflictiug in­ 
terests of our citizens, important changes should be 
made with caution. If a careful revision cannot be 
made at this session, a Commission, such as was 
lately approved by the Senate, and is now- rec­ 
ommended by the Secretary of the Treasury, would 
doubtless lighten the labors o? Congress whenever 
this subject shall brouglit to its consideration. 
THE ARMY. 
The accompanying report of the Secretary of War 
will make know*n the operations of the Department 
for the past year. He suggests measures for pro­ 
moting the efficiency of the army, with adding to 
the number of its officers, and recommends the 
legislation necessary to increase the number of en­ 
listed men to 30,900, tho maximum allowed by law*. 
This he deems necessary to maintain the quietness 
on our ever-shifting frontier, to preserve the peace 
and suppress disorder aud marauding in the ntw- 
settlements, to protect the settlers and their prop­ 
erty against Indians, and the Indi.ns against the 
• encroachments of intruders, and enable peaceable 
emigrants to establish homes in the most remote 
parts of our country. The army is now necessarily 
scattered over such a vast extent of territory that 
whenever an outbreak occurs reinforcements must 
be hyriad irom many quarters over great distances, 
and always at heavy cost for transportation of men, 
horses, w*agons and supplies. 
I concur iu the 
recommendation of the Secretary for increasing the 
army to the strength of 30,000 enlisted men. It ap­ 
pears by the Secretary’s report that in the absence 
of disturbances on the frontier, the troops have been 
actively employed in collecting the Indians hitherto 
hostile and locating them on their proper reserva­ 
tions ; that Sitting Bull and his adherents are now 
prisoners at Fort Randall; that the Utos nave bée* 
moved to their new reservation in Utah ; that during 
the recent outbreak of the Apaches it was necessary 
to reinforce the garrisons in Arizona by the troops 
withdrawn from New Mexico, and that some Apaches 
are now held as prisoners for trial, while some have 
escaped, and the majority of tbe tribe are now on 
their reservation. There is need of legislation to 
prevent intrusion upon tho lands set apart for the 
Indians. A large military force, at great expense, 
is required to patrol the boundary line between 
Kansas and the Indian Territory. The only pun­ 
ishment that at present can be inflicted is the forci­ 
ble removal of the intruders and the imposition of a 
pecuniary fine, which in most cases it ft Impossible 
to collect. 1 here should be a penalty of imprison­ 
ment in such case3. The separate organization 
of 
the 
Signal 
Service is 
used 
by the 
Secretary 
of 
War, 
and a 
full 
state­ 
ment ef the advantages of such permaoent 
organization is presen ed in the re por! of the Chief 
Signal Officer. A detail of the usual work per­ 
formed by the Signal Corps and the W erther Bureau 
is also given iu that report. I ark attention to the 
statements of the Secretary of War regarding the 
requisitions frequently made by the Indian Bureau 
upon the Subsistence Department of the army for 
the usual support of bands and tribes, and that such 
appropriations are exhausted. The Department 
should not be left, b> reason of inadequate provis­ 
ions for the Indian Bureau, to contribute for the 
maintenance of the Indians. 
RIVERS AND HARBORS. 
The report of tbe Chief Engineer furnishes a de­ 
tailed acconnt of tbe operations for improvement 
of rivers and harbor. I reoram end to your atten­ 
tion the suggestions contained in this report in re­ 
gard to the condition of our fortifications, especially 
our coast defeus.s, ar.d recommend an increase of 
the strength of the engineer battalion by which the 
efficiency of oar torpedo system would be improved. 
I also cail your attention to tbe remarks upon the 
improvement of the south pass of the Mississippi J 


river, the proposed free bridge oves the Potomac 
river at Georgetown, the importance of completing 
at an early day the north wing of the Department 
Building, and other recommendations of the Secre­ 
tary of War, which appear in his report. The actual 
expenditures of this Department fur the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1331, were $42,122,201 39. The 
appropriations for tbe yearlS32 were $44,889,725 42. 
Tae estimates for 1SS3 are §44,541,236 91. 
THE NAVY. 
The report of the Secretary ot the Navy exhibits 
the condition ot that branch of service, and presents 
valuable suggestions for its improvement. I call 
your especial attention also to the Advisory Board, 
which convened to devise suitable measures for in­ 
creasing the efficiency of the naw , and particularly 
to report as to the character and number of vessels 
necessary to placa it upon a footing commen- 
sorate with the necessities of the Government. I 
cannot too strongly urge upon }*ou my conviction 
that every consideration of national safety, economy 
and honor imperatively demands a thorough reha­ 
bilitation of our navy. With a full appreciation of 
the 
fact 
that a 
compliance 
with 
the 
suggestions 
of the head 
of 
tho 
depart­ 
ment 
and 
of the Advisory 
Board 
must 
involve a large expenditure of the public money, I 
earnestly recommend such appropriation, which 
seems to be desirable. Nothing can be more incon­ 
sistent with true republican eoonomy than the 
withholding of the means necessary to accomplish 
the objects intrusted by the Constitution of the 
National Government to the Legislature. One of 
these objects, and one which is of paramount im­ 
portance, is declared by our fundamental law 
to be the provision for the “ common de­ 
fense.’* 
Surely 
nothing 
is more essential 
to the defense of the United States, and of 
all our people, than the efficiency of our navy. 
We have for many years maintained with foreign 
Governments the relations of honorable peace, and 
that such relations may be permaneut is desired by 
every patriotic citizen of the republic; but if we 
read the teachings of history we shall not forget 
that in the life of every nation emergencies may 
arise whru a resort to arms can only save it from 
dishonor. No danger abroad now threatens this 
people, nor have we any cause to distrust the 
frigidly professions of other Governments. But for 
avoiding as well as for repelling dangers that may 
threaten in the future, we must be prepared to 
enforce any policy which we think wise to adopt. 
We must bo ready to defend our harbors against 
aggression; to protect, by the distribution of our 
ships over tho highways of commerce, the varied 
interests of our foreign trade and the property of 
our citizens abroad ; to maintain everywhere the 
honor of our flag and the distinguished privileges 
which it may rightfully claim from the nations of 
the world. 
THE 
-OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 
The report of the Postmaster-General is a gratifying 
exhibit of the growth and efficiency of the postal 
service. The receipts from postal and other ordinary 
sources during tho past fiscal year were §30,489,­ 
816 58. The receipts from the money departmqpt 
business were $294,581 39, making a total of $36,­ 
785,397 97. The expenditures for the fl¿cal year 
were §6>,251,733 46. The deficit supplied out of the 
general treasury was §2,481,129 35, 01 63 per cent, 
of the amount, fh e receipts were $3 464,918 03 in 
excess of these of the previous year, and $4,575,­ 
397 97 iu excess of#the estimate made two years ago, 
before the present period of business prosperity had 
fairly beg an. 
The whole number of letters mailed 
in thi3 country in the last fiscal year exceeded one 
thousand mi lions. The registry system is reported 
to be in an excellent condition, having been remod­ 
eled during the p st four years with good results. 
The amounts of registralion fees collected during the 
last fiscal year was $712,S82 20—an increase over the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1877, of §345,443 30. The 
entire number of letters and packages registered 
during the year was 8,338.919, of which only 2,001 
were destroyed or lost in transit. The operations 
of the moncy-order system is multiplying yearly, 
under tho impulse of immigration and the rapid de­ 
velopment of the newer States and Territories, and 
the consequent demand for additional means of 
intercommunication and exchange. Duriug the 
past year S38 additional money order offices have 
been established, making a total of 5,499 in opera­ 
tion at the date of this report. During the year the 
domestic money orders aggregated in value $105,­ 
075,769 35. A modification of the system is sug­ 
gested, reducing the fees for money orders not ex­ 
ceeding $5, from ten cents to five cents, and making 
the maximum limit §100 in place of §50. Legisla­ 
tion for the disposition of unclaimed money orders 
in the possession of tho Postoffice Department is 
recommended, in view of the fact that their total 
value exceeds oue million dollars. The attention 
cf Congress is again pointed to the subject of estab­ 
lishing a system of savings depositories in connec­ 
tion with the Postoffice Department. The statistics 
of mail transportations show that during the past 
year the railroad routes have been increased in 
length 6,249 miles, and iu cost §114,382, while tbe 
steamboat routes have been decreased in length 
2.1S2 miles and in cost §134,054. The so called star 
routes have been decreased in length 8,949 miles 
and in cost §364,144, and nearly all of the more ex­ 
pensive routes have been superseded by railroad ser­ 
vice. The cost of the star service m ust then fere rap­ 
idly decreased in the Western States and Territories. 
The Postmaster-General, however, calls attention 
to the constantly increasing cost of the rail wav 
mail service as a serious difficulty in the way of mak­ 
ing the department self-sustaining. 
Our postal 
intercourse with foreign countries has kept pice 
with the growth of the domestic service. 
Within 
the past year several countries and colonics have 
declared their adhesion to the Postal Union. It now 
includes all th se which have an organ zed postal 
service except Bolivia, Costa Rica, New Zealand and 
the British Colonies in Australia. As Ins been 
alreadv stated, great reductions have recently bv.eu 
mado iu the expense of the star route service. 
THE STAR BOUTS CASES. 
The investigation of the Department cf Justice 
and the Postoffice Department have resulted ¡11 the 
presentation nf indictments against persons formerly 
connected with that service, accusing them of of­ 
fenses fgainst the United States. 
I have enjoined 
upon tho officials who are charged with the conduct 
of the case 011 the part of the Government, and upon 
the eminent counsel who before my accesión to the 
Presidency were called to their assistar.c*, the duty 
of prosecuting with the utmost vigor of the law ail 
persons who may be found, chargeable with frauds 
upon the postal service. 
1 
The acting Attorney General calls attention <0 the 
necessity* of modifying the present system of the 
Courts of the United States—a necessity due t > the 
large iucrease of business, especially in the 
Supreme Court. Litigation in our Federal tribunals 
b came greatly expanded after tho close of the late 
w?r. So 1 ng as the expansion might he attributa­ 
ble to the abnormal condition in which the commu­ 
nity found itself immediately after the return of 
peace, prudence required that no change be mido in 
the constitution of the judicial tribunals, but it has 
now become apparent that an immense increase of 
litigation has directly resulted from the wonderful 
growth and development of the country. There is 
no ground for believing that the business of the 
United States Court»» will ever be less in volume 
than at present.. Indeed, that it is likely to be much 
greater is generally recognized by the bench and 
bir. In view of the fact that Congress has already 
given much consideration to this subject, I make 
no such suggestion, but express the hope that your 
deliberations may result in such legislation as'w ill 
give early relief to our overburdened Cou ts. 
THE DISORDER IN ARIZONA. 
The acting Attorney-General also culls attention 
to the disturbance of tiie public tranquillity during 
the past year in the Territory of Ariz nna. A hand 
of armed desptradoea, known as ** cowboys,” prob­ 
ably numbering from fifty to one hundred men, 
have been engaged for month-* in committing acte of 
lawlessness and brutal it v, which the local authori­ 
ties have been unable to repress. The depredations 
of these “ cowboys ” have also been extended into 
Mexico, which the marauders reach from the Ari­ 
zona frontier. With e\ erv disposition to meet the ex­ 
igencies of the ease, I am em barraren by the lack of 
authority to deal with them effectually. The pun­ 
ishment of crimes committed within Arizona thould 
ordinarily, of course, be left to the Territorial au­ 
thorities ; but it ft worthy of consideration, whether 
acts which necessarily tcr.d to embroil the United 
States with neighboring Governments should not be 
declared crimes against the United States. Some of 
the incursions aduded to may perhaps be within the 
scope of the laws of the Revised Statutes, Section 
5206 forbidding military expedition and enterprises 
against friendly States ; but in view of the speedy 
assembling of your body I have preferred to await 
such legislation as in your wisdom tl\e occasion may 
seem to demand. It may perhaps be thought proper 
to provide that the setting on foot within our own 
territory of brigandage, armed marauding* expedi­ 
tions against frieudly nations and their citizens, 
shall be punished as an offense against the United 
States. 1 will add that in the event of a request 
from the Territorial Government for protection by 
the United States against domestic violence this 
Government would be powerless to render assistance. 
COURTS IN THE TERRITORIES. 
The Ac 9 of 1795, Chapter 36, passed at a time 
when Territorial Governmenti received little atten­ 
tion from Congress, eirforced this duty upon the 
United States only as to State Governments, but 
tbe Act of 1807, Chapter 39, applied also to Terri­ 
tories. This law seems to have lemained in force 
until the revisión of the statu-es, when the pro­ 
vision for tbe Territories was dropped. I am not 
advised whether this alteration was intentional or 
accidental, but as it seems to me that the Terri­ 
tories 
should 
be 
afforded 
the protection 
which is accorded to States by 1tie Con­ 
stitution, I suggest legislation to that end. 
It seems to me that whatever views may prevail as 
to the policy of the recent legislation by which the 
army has ceased to be a part of the posee cotmtatué, 
an exception might well be made for permitting tbe 
military to assist the civil territorial authorities in 
enforcing the laws of the United States. This use 
of the army woMd not seem to be within the alleged 
evil against which that legislation was aimed. From 
the Bpar-entsa of population and other circum­ 
stances, it is often quite impracticable to summon a 
civil posse in places in which officers of justice re­ 
quire assistance, and a military force if within easy 
reach. 
INDIAN AFFAIRS. 
The report of the Secretary of the interior, with 
accompanying documents, presents an elaborate 
account of the business of that Department. A 
summary of it would be too extended for this place. 
I ask your careful attention to the repon itself. 
Prominent among the matters which challenge the 
attention of Congress at its present session is the 
management of our Indian affair s. While this ques­ 
tion has been a cause of trouble and embarrassment 
from the infancy of the Government, it ft but 
recently that any efforts have been made for its 
solution, at once serious, determined, consistent, 
and promising success. It has been easier to resort 
t9 convenient makeshifts for tiding over the tem ­ 


porary difficulties than to grapple with the great 
permanent problem, and accordingly the easier 
course, almost invariably, has been pursued. It was 
natural, at a time when tbe national territory 
seemed almost illimitable, and contained many 
millions of acres far beyond the bounds of civilized 
settlements, that a policy should have been initiated 
which more than aught else has been theJruitful 
source of our Indian complications. I refer, of 
course, to the policy of dealing with the various 
Indian tribes by treaty stipulations, to the occu­ 
pancy of immense reservations in the W’est, and of 
encouraging them to live undisturbed by any 
earnest and well-directed efforts to bring them 
under the influences of civilization. 
The un­ 
satisfactory results which have sprung from 
this policy are becoming apparent to all as the white 
settlements have crowded the borders of the reser­ 
vations. The Indians, sometimes contentedly and 
sometimes agarast their will, have been transferred 
to other hunting grounds, from which they have 
again been dislodged when their new-found homes 
have been desired by the adventurous settlers. 
These removals, and the frontier colonists by which 
they have often been succeeded, have led to frequent 
and disastrous conflicts between the races. It is 
profitless to discuss here which of them have been 
chiefly responsible for the disturbances whose re­ 
cital occupies so large a space on the pages 
of our history. WTe 
have 
to 
deal 
with 
the appalling fact that thousands of lives 
have been sar rificed and hundreds of millions of 
dollars expended, in the attem pt to solve the Indian 
problem. It had* until the past few years seemed 
scarcely nearer a solution than it was half a century 
ago ; but the Government has of late been cautiously 
but steadily feeling its way to the adoption of a 
policy which has alréady produced gratifying re­ 
sults, and which, in my judgment, is likely, ;f Con­ 
gress and the Executive accord in its support-, to 
relieve us ere long from the difficulties which have 
hitherto beset us. For the success of the efforts 
cow making to introduce among the Indians the 
customs and pursuits of civilized life, and gradually 
to absorb them into the muss of our citizens, shar­ 
ing their rights and held to their responsibilities, 
there is imperative nerd for legislative action. My 
suggestions in that respect will bo th'cfly 
such &3 have been already called to the 
attention of Congress, and have received to S'me 
extent its consideration. At first I recommend the 
passageof an Act making the laws of the various 
States and Territories applicable to the Indian res­ 
ervations within their borders, extending the laws 
of the htate of Arkansas to the portion of Indian 
Territory not occupied by the five civilized tribes. 
The Indian should receive the protection of the lav^ 
He should be allowed to maintain in Court his rights 
of person and property. He has repeatedly begged 
for this privilege. Its exercise would be very valua­ 
ble in his progress toward civilization. Second, and 
of even greater importance, is the mtasure which 
has been frequently recommended by my predeces­ 
sors in office, and in furtherance of wh.ch several 
bills have 
been from time to time in­ 
troduced in both Huuses of Congress — the 
enactment of a general law permitting the 
allotment in severalty, to such Indians at least as 
desire it, of a reasonable quantity of laud, secured 
to them by patent, and lor their own protection, 
and inalienable from twenty or thirty-five yeara-^s 
a demand for their present welfare and permanent 
advancement. In return for such consideration on 
the part of the Government, there is reason to be­ 
lieve that the Indians in large numbers would be 
persuaded to sever tlieir tribal relations, and to en­ 
gage at once in agricultural pursuits. By no greater 
inducement than the assurance of a permanent title 
to the soil can they be led to encage in the occupa­ 
tion of tilling it. The well-attested repoj-ts of their 
increasing interest in husbandry justify the hope 
and belief that the enactment of such a statute as I 
have recommended would be at once attended with 
gratifying results. A resort to the allotment system 
would have a direct and powerful influence in 
dissolving the tribal bond, which is a prominent 
feature of savage life, and which bids so strongly to 
perpetuate these. I advise a liberal appropriation 
for tho support of Indian schools, because of my 
confident belief that such a course is consistent 
with the best economy. Even am m g the most un­ 
cultured Indian t ribes there is reported to be a gen­ 
eral desire on the part of the chiefs and older mem­ 
bers fur the education of their children. It is un­ 
fortunate, in view of this fact, that during the past 
years the schools Which have been at the command 
of the Interior Department fur the purpose of In­ 
dian instruction have proved u tt rly inadequate. 
The schools which are in operation at Hampton. 
Carlyle and Foj.cst Grove should not only encuurage 
a mure generous provision for the support of these 
institutions, but should prompt the establishment 
of others of a similar character. They are doubt­ 
less much more potent for good than the lay schools 
upon the reservations, as the pupils arc altogether 
separated from the surroundings of rough life and 
brought into constant contact with civilization. 
There are many other phases of this subject which 
are of great interest, but w'hich cannot be included 
within the 
limits 
of 
this communication. 
They are discussed ably in the reports of the Secre­ 
tary of the luteriorand the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs. 
THE MORMON QUESTION. 
For many years the Executive, in hia annua* 
message to Congress, has called attention to the 
necessity of stringent legislation for the suppression 
of polygamy. In the Territories,especially in Utah, 
the! existing statutes for the punishment of this 
©dious crime, so revolting to the moral and reli­ 
gious 6ense of Christianity, has been i>ersistently 
and contemptuously violated ever since its enact­ 
ment. Indeed, in spite of commendable efforts on 
the part of the authorities who represent the United 
States in that Territory, the law has on very rare 
instances been enforced, and for a cause to which 
reference will presently be made, is practically a 
dead letter. The fact that the adherents of the 
Mormon Church, which rests upon polygamy as its 
corner-stone, have recently been peopling in 
large number Idaho, Arizona, and other of 
our Western Territories, ft well calculated to excite 
the liveliest interest and apprehension. It imposes 
unon Congress and the Executive the duty of using 
against this barbarous system all the power which 
under the Constitution and law they can wield for 
its destruction. Reference has been already made 
to the obstacles the United States officers have 
encountered in their efforts to punish violatons of 
the law. Prom nent among these obstacles is the 
difficulty of procuring lcg*ai evidence sufficient 10 
warrant a conviction, even in the case of the most 
notorious off* nder. Your attention is called to the 
communication of the Supreme Court cf the United 
States, exp'ainicg its judgm ent of reversal in the 
cas.* of Miles, who had been convicted of bigamy 
in Utah. 
The Court refers to 
the fact 
that 
the 
secrecy 
attending 
the 
celebra­ 
tion of marriages in that Territory makes 
that part of polygamy very difficult, an 1 thepvopri- 
ety is suggested of a modified ion of the law of evi­ 
dence which now makes a wife incompetent to tes i- 
fy a.ainst her husband. This suggestion is approved 
and recommended : also the passage of an Act pro­ 
viding that in the Territories of these United States 
the faci that a woman has hem married to a p rson 
charged with bigamy shall not disqualify her as a 
witness upon his trial f-r that, offense. 1 further 
recommend legislation by which any person solem­ 
nizing a marriage in any of the Territorio * shall be 
required, under stringent penal ies for neglect or re­ 
fusal, to file a certificate of such marriage in the 
Supreme Court of the Territory, unless Congress 
ma ke or devise other practicable measures for obvia­ 
ting the difficulties which have hitherto attended 
the efforts to suppress tins iniquity. I assure you of 
my defcern ined purpose to co operate with you in 
any lawful and discreet measures which may be pro- 
posf d to that end. EDUCATION. 
Alth ugh our system of government does not 
contemplate that the nation should provide or sup­ 
port a system f«-r the education of ou.* people, no 
measures calculated to promote that general intelli­ 
gence and virtue upou which the perpetuity of our 
institutions so greatly def ends have ever been re­ 
garded w ith indifference by Congress or (he Execu­ 
tive. A large portion 
of 
the public do­ 
main lias been, 
from 
time to time, da- 
voted to the promotion of education. There is 
now special occasion why, by setting apart the pro­ 
ceeds of it-i sales cf public lands, or by sum? o'her 
course, the Government should aid the work of 
education. Many who now exercise the right of 
suffrage are livable to rend the ballot which they 
east. Upon many who 
Ua*l just emerged 
from a condition of slavery where suddenly devolved 
the responsibilities of citizenship, in that p.>r ion 
of the country must impoverished by the war. I 
have been please 1 to learn from the report oi the 
Commissioner <»f Education that there has been 
lately a c >mmendable interert and effort fur their 
instruction. But all that can he done by local legis­ 
lation and private generosity should be supplement­ 
ed by such aid as can be constitutionally afforded 
by the National Government. I would suggest that 
if any fund he dedicated to this purpose, it may be 
distributed in the different fctr.t.*s according to the 
rati*» of illiteracy. By this means the locations 
which are most in need of 6uch atrista: c 2 Wili reap 
its separate benefit. 
The report of the Comn.isaior.er of Agriculture 
exhibits results of the experimentF[of which that De­ 
partm ent has been ir. charge during the past year, 
and makes important suggestions in reference 
to the agricultural development of the country. 
The steady increase 
cur population, and the con­ 
sequent addition to the numbers ef those engaging 
in the pursuit of husbandry, arc giving to this De­ 
partment a growing dignity tnd importance. The 
Commissioner’s suggestions touch'ng its capacity for 
greater usefulness deserve attention, as it more and 
more commends itself to the interest in which it was 
ere *ted to promote. 
PENSION MATTERS. 
It appears from the report of tbe Commissioner of 
Pensions that Since I860 789 0*. 3 original pension 
claims have been filed ; 450,949 of these have been 
allowed and inscribed on the pension roll; 72,539 
have Leen rejected and abaudoned, being thirteen 
plus per cent of the whole number of claims .settled. 
There arc now pending for settlement 766.575 origi­ 
nal pension claims, 22,709 of which were filed prior 
to July 1, 1880. These, when allowed, will involve 
tho payment of arrears from the date, death or ter­ 
mination of a prior right in all other cases. From 
all the data obtainable it is estimated that fifteen 
per cent, of the number of claims now pending will 
be rejected or abandoned. 
I advise appropriations for such international im- 
proveuieLts aa in the wisdom of Congress may seem 
to be of public importance. The necessity of im­ 
proving the navigation of tbe Missis-ippi river jus­ 
tifies a special allusion to that subject. I suggest 
tbe adoption of some measure for the removal of 
the obstructions which now impede the navigation 
of that great channel of commerce. 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
In my letter accepting the nomination for Vice­ 
President, I stated that, in my judgment, no man 
should be an incumbeut of an office the duties of 
which he is for am cause unfit to perform ; who 
is lacking in the ability, fidelity or integrity which 
a proper administration of such an office de­ 
mands. This sentiment would doubtless meet 
with general acquiescence, but opinion has been 
widely divided upon the wisdom and practicability 
of the various reformatory schemes which have 
been suggested, and of certain proposed regulations 
governing appointments ta public offices. The effi­ 
ciency of such rcgtil&tloos haCe been distrusted, 
mainly because they have seemed to exalt a mere 
educational and abstract test above a general busi­ 
ness capacity, and even special fitness for the par­ 
ticular work at hand, it seems to me that the 
efforts that thould be appliei to the management of 
the public service may properly conform in the 
main U> such as regulate the cúndition of a success­ 
ful private business. Original appointments should 
be bastd upon ascertained fitness. The tenure of 
office should be stable. Positions of responsibility 
should, so far as practicable, be filled by worthy 
efficient officers. Tbe investigation of all com­ 
plaints, and the puuishment of all official miscon­ 
duct, should be prompt and thorough. The views 
expressed in the foregoing letter are those which 
will govern me m the administration of the execu­ 
tive office. These are doubtless shared by all 
intelligent and patriotic citizens, however diver­ 
gent in opinion as to the best methods 
cf 
putting them into practical 
opera* ion. 
For example, the assertion that an original appoint­ 
ment should be based opon ascertained fitncas is 
not open to dispate, but tbe question how in prac­ 
tice such fitness can be most effectually ascertained 
is one which has for years excited interest aud dk- 
cus-ion. The meaeurc which, with slight variations 
in its details, has lately been ur^ed upon the atten­ 
tion o( Coii"reas anti the Executive, has as it. prin­ 
cipe! feature the scheme of competitive cxuminativn. 


But for certrin exceptions, which neeri not here he 
spec fled, this plan would give admission to the 
service only to the lowest (trade, and would ac­ 
c o rd in g demand that vacancies in the higher posi­ 
tions should be filled by promotion alone. In these 
particulars it is in cvmfonnity with the existing 
civil service of Great Britain, and, indeed, the suc­ 
cess which has attended that system in the country 
of its birth is the strongest argument which has 
been urged for its adoption. The fact should not, 
however, be overlooked, that there are features 01 
the English system which have not generally been 
received with favor in this country, even among tho 
foremost advocates of civil service reform. 
Among them are : First, a tenure of office which 
is substantially a life tenure ; second, a limitation 
of the maximum age at which au applicant can en­ 
ter the service, whereby all men 111 middle life or 
under are, with some exceptions, rigidly excluded; 
third, a retiring allowance upon going out of office. 
These three elements are as important factors of the 
problem as any of the others. To elimiuate these 
from the English system would effect a most radical 
change in its theory and practice. The avowed 
purpose of that system is to induce the educated 
young men of the Country to devote their lives to 
the public employment by an assurance that having 
once entered upon it they need never leave if, ami 
that, after retirement, they shall be the recipients 
of an annual pension. That this system, as an en­ 
tirety, has proved very successful in Great Britain, 
seems t > be generally conceded there by those who 
once opposed it3 adoption. To a statute which 
should incorporate all its essential features, I should 
feci bound to give my approval; but whether it 
would be for the beet interests of the public to fix 
upon an expedient for immediate "ar.d exten­ 
sive applicatoo, which embraces certain feat­ 
ures of 
the English system, 
but "excludes 
or ignores others of equal importance, may 
be seriously doubted, even by those im­ 
pressed, 03 I úin m>self, with the grave importance 
of correcting the evils which were .in the present 
methods of appointment. If, for example, the Eng 
lish rule which shuts out persons above- the age of 
fifty yc^rs from a large number of public employ­ 
ments is not to bo made an esfe t nl part of our sys­ 
tem, it is questionable whether the altalnmeut wf 
the highest number of nun kg at a competitive ex­ 
amination should be the criterion by which all ap­ 
plications for appointment shoujd be put to the teat, 
a id under similar conditions it may also be ques­ 
tioned whether admirSiou to the service should be 
strictly limited to its lowest ranks. There are 
very many characteristics which go to make a model 
civil service. Prominent among them are probably 
industry, good sense, good habits, good temper, 
patience, order, courtesy, tact, self-reliance, manly 
deference to superior officers and manly considera­ 
tion for inferiors. The absence of these traits is not 
supplied by a wide knowledge of books, or by promp­ 
titude ill answering questions, or any other quality 
likely to be brought to light by a competitive ex­ 
amination. To make success on such a contest, 
therefore, an indispensable condition of public em­ 
ployment, would very likely result in the political 
exclusion of the older applicants, even though they 
might possess qualifications far superior to their 
younger and more brilliant competitors. These 
suggestions must not be regarded as evincing any 
spirit of opposition to the competitive plan, which 
has been to some cxtei.t successfully employed ai­ 
read*, and which may hereafter vindicate the claims 
of the earnest prom oters; but it ought to be 
seriously considered whether the application 
of the 
same educational standard to per­ 
sons of mature 
years, to young men fresh 
from 
school 
and 
c Ilege, wuuliL not 
be 
likely to exalt mere intellectual proficiency above 
other qualities of equal or greater importance. An­ 
other feature of the proposed system is the selec­ 
tion by promotion of all officers of the Govern- 
mer t above the lowest grade, except such as would 
fairly lie regarded a-i exponents of the policy of 
the Executive and the principles of the dominant 
party. To afford encouragement to faithful public 
servants by exciting in their minds the hope of 
promotion, if they are found to merit it, is much 
to be desired; but would it be wise to adopt a 
rule so rigid as to permit no other mode of sup­ 
plying the intermediate walks of the service': 
There are many persons who fill subordi­ 
nate positions with great credit, but lack those 
qualities which is requisite for the higher posts 
of duty, and besides, the model of thought 
and 
action 
of 
one 
whose 
service in a 
Governmental Bureau has been long continued, are 
often so cramped by tbe routine procedure as al­ 
most to disqualify him from instituting the changes 
required by the public interests, and the infusion of 
new blood from time to time into the middle ranks 
ot the service might be ve-y beneficial iu its re­ 
sulte. The subject under discussion is of grave im­ 
portance. The evils which ?re complained of can­ 
not be eradicated at once. The work must be grad­ 
ual. The present English system is the growth of 
years, and was not created by a single stroke of ex­ 
ecutive or legislative action. Its beginnings are 
found in an order of the Council, promulgated in 
1855, and it was after a patient and continuous scru­ 
tiny of its workings fifteen years after that it took its 
present shape Five vpars after the issuance cf the 
order in the Council,*9nd at a time when resort had 
bceu made to competitive examinations as an exj>er- 
iment much more extensively than has beeu the 
case in this country, a select committee of 
the House of Commons made a report to that 
House, which declared its approval of the competi­ 
tive method, hut depreciated, nevertheless, any 
precipitancy in its general adoption, as likely to en­ 
danger its ultimate success. During this tentative 
period the results of the two methods of pass exam­ 
ination and competitive examination were closely 
watched and compared. It may be that before we 
confine ourselves upon this important question 
within the stringent bounds of statutory enactment 
we may profitably await the result o f further in­ 
quiry and experiment. The submission of a portion 
of the nominations to a Central Board of Exam­ 
iners, selected solely for testing tbe qualifications of 
applicants, may perhaps, without resort to the 
competitive test, put au end to the mischie f which 
attends the present system of appointment, and it 
may be desirable to vest in each Boai^a wide dis­ 
cretion to ascertain the characteristic» ^and attain­ 
ments of the candidates. In these particulars, 
whic »I have already referred to as bciHg of less im­ 
portance than mere intellectual acquirement, if 
Congress Fhould deem it advisable at the present 
seesion to establish a competitive examination fur 
admission to the service, no doubt 
such 
as have 
been 
suggested shall 
deter 
me 
from giving the measure ray earnest support. 
Aud I urgently recommend, should there be a failure 
to pass any other bill upon thism bject, that an ap­ 
propriation of $25,000 pe r year be made for the en­ 
forcement of Section 1753 of the Revised Statutes. 
With the aid thus afforded me, I shall strive to exe 
cute the provisions of that law according to the let­ 
ter and spirit. I am unwilling, in justice to the 
present civil servants of the G vcrnmcnt, to dismiss 
thi-i subject without declaring my di sent from the 
severe and almost indiscriminate censure with which 
tuey have been recently assailed—that they are, as 
a cías?, indolent, inefficient and corrupt. It is a 
statement which has often been made and widely 
credited, but when the extent, variety, delicacy aud 
importance of their duties are considered, the ma­ 
jority ef the employes of tho Government are, in 
my judgment, deserving of high commendation. 
THE MERCHANT MARINE. 
Tbo continuing decline of the merchant marine of 
the Uffited States is to be greatly deplored. In view 
of tbe fact that we furnish so large a proportion of the 
freight of th© commercial world, and that our ship­ 
ments are steadily ami rapidly increasing, it is a 
cause of surprise that rot only is oar navigation in­ 
terest diminishing, but it is less than when our ex­ 
ports and imports were not half go large as now, 
either in bulk or value. There must be a peculiar 
hindrance to the development of this interest, or the 
enterprise and energy of American merchants and 
capitalists would have kept th s country at le-art 
abreast of our rivals iu the friendly contest for ocean 
supremacy. The substitution of iron for wood, and 
of steam for sail, have brought a great revolution iu 
the trade cf the world ; but these changes could not 
have been adverse to America if w*c had'given the 
navigation interests a portion of the aid in protec­ 
tion which has been so wisely bestowed upon our 
manufactures. I cimmend the whole subject to the 
wisdom of Congress, with the suggestion that no 
question of greater magnitude or further reaching 
importance can engage their attention. 
In 1675 the Supreme Court of the United States 
declared unconstitutional the statutes of certain 
States which imposed Upon ship-owners or consign­ 
ees a tax of §1 50 for each passenger arriving from 
a foreign country, or in lieu thereof required a bond 
to indemnify the State and local authorities against 
expense for the future relief or support of snch pas­ 
sengers. Since this decision the expense attending 
the care and supervision of emigrants has fallen on 
the States who?e ports they have been ftnded ate 
As a large majority of such emigrants, immediately 
upon their arrival, proceed to the inland States and 
Territories to p**ck permanent home?, it ¡3 mani­ 
festly unjust to impose upon the States who^c 
shores they first reached the hardens which they 
now bear. For this reason, and because of the na­ 
tional importance of the subject, I recommend 
legislation regarding the matter. 
I regret to state that the people of Alaska have 
reason to complain that they arc still unprovided 
with any form of government by which life or prop 
erty can be protected. While the extent of it-» pop­ 
ulation does not justify the application of the costly 
machinery of a Territorial administration, there is 
an immediate necessity for constituting such a form 
of Government as will promote the education of the 
people and secure the administration of justice. 
The Senate at the lart session passed a bill provid­ 
ing for the construction of a building for the library 
of Congress, but it failed to become a law. The pro­ 
vision for suitable protection for this great collec­ 
tion cf books, and for the copyright department con­ 
nected with it, h»s become a subject of national im­ 
portance, and should receive prompt attention. 
THE POTOMAC FLATS. 
The report of the Commissioner- of the District of 
Coluftib'a, herewith transmitted, will inform you 
fully of the condition of the affairs of the district, 
the vital importance of legftlagtion for tbe 
reclamation and improvement of" the marshes, 
and for the establishment of the harbor 
lines along the Potomac riverfront. It is represented 
that in their present condition these marshes closely 
affect the health of residents of the adjacent parts 
of the city, and that they greatly mar the general 
aspect of the park hi which stands the Washington 
Monument. This Improves cnt would add to that 
park, and the park south ot the Executive Mansion, 
a large area of valuable land, and would transform 
what is now be.tcved to be a dangerous nuisance into 
an attractive landscape, extending to the riverfront. 
They recommend the removal of the tteain railway 
lines fr m tbe surface of the streets of tho city, and 
the location ot the necessary depots in such places 
as may be convenient f»r the public accommoda­ 
tion. They call attention to the defi<fei¡cy of the 
water snpplv, which seriously affects the material 
prosperity of the city, and the health and comfort 
of the inhabitants. I recon m tnd these subjects to 
your favorable consideration. 
ASCERTAINMENT OF THE ÉKfiüLT OF PRESI­ 
DENTIAL ELECTIONS. 
The importance of timely legislation with respect 
to the ascertainment and declaration of ths vote 
for Presidential electors was sharply called to the 
attention of the people more than four years ago. It 
is to be hoped that some veil defined measure may 
be devised before another natiortel election, which 
will render unnessary resort to any expedient of a 
temporary character for the determination of ques­ 
tions upon contested re'.ums. 
THE QUESTION OF DISABILITY. 
Questions which concern the very existence of 
the Government and the liberies of the j»eoplo 
were suggested by the prolonged illness of the late 
President and his consequent incapacity to perform 
the functions of his office. It is provided by the 
second article of the Constitution, in the fourth 
clause of it, first j,ectioa, that in case of 
the removal of the President from office or of 
his death by assassination or Inability t» dis­ 
charge the powers and duties of snid offiae, the 
same thall devolve on th® Vice-President. 
What 
ft the intention of tbe Constitution iu the 
specification of ** ¡nab lity to discharge the powers 
and duties of said c ffice T* ft one of the contin­ 
gencies whioh calls the Vice-President to the exer­ 
cise of the Presidential functions inability or 
long continued intellectual incapacity, or w it the 
broad import of what must be in its extent and 
duration ?

CAYE OF LURAY. 


VIRGINIA’S GREATEST AND GRANDEST 
NATURAL CURIOSIIY. 


Some of the Wonderful Things in This 
Vast Cavern of the Shen­ 
andoah Valley.

The fertile valley of the Shenandoah, 
with its beautiful scenery, which has been 
isolated from the rest of the world, is now 
opened up by a railroad, which has become 
the popular route to the Caverns and White 
Sulphur Sprints. It is hard to realize that 
less than twenty years ago this valley of 
natural loveliness was the scene of such 
frightful carnage. At last we arrive at 
Luray, Va. Here, twenty years ago. oc­ 
curred Stonewall Jackson’s famous flank 
movement on Banks, while Lee’s army 
passed here a few months later. But Luray 
is now celebrated by reason of the openiDg 
of its wonderful cave. A ride of over a 
mile briogs us to its mouth. 
AT T1IE CAVE. 
To look at “ Cave H ill” nobody would 
suppose that beneath its plain-looking ex­ 
terior was a cave which is destined to be­ 
come one of the most famous and widely- 
known of all the underground phenomena 
of this world. In the waiting-room our 
party, equipped with light-giving appa­ 
ratus, consieting of a coaibination of re­ 
flector and candlestick, descend through 
what looks like a cellar stairway. Down, 
down, and onward we go for hours, wind­ 
ing through miles of corridors down by 
the side of gaping chasms, then up, way 
up among the domes of grand halls, keep­ 
ing close to the heels of the guide, who, 
whenever a striking feature of the case was 
reached, proceeded to enhance the value of 
the sight by means of an illumination with 
magnesium tape. Rubber suits or extra 
wrappings are not required—there are no 
drippiDgs from above. The temperature is 
pleasant, uniformly of sixty degrees, and 
the ventilation excellent. Neither is it 
necessary at any time to crawl or climb like 
bears or apes, hut the journey throughout 
is safe, easy and cleanly. During the 
presence of excursions or large parties the 
caverns are illuminated with 
ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
The roof of the cave is said to average from 
150 to 200 feet in thickness and to consist 
of an immense bed of limestone rock, 
through which the water soaks from the 
surface, each drop, impregnated with lime­ 
stone, depositing its mite, thus beginning 
the formation of stalactites and stalagmites, 
which it takes centuries to bring to respect­ 
ful proportions. The cave was accidentally 
discovered two years ago in digging down 
through a sink-hole. The only human relic 
found in the cave is an encrusted human 
skeleton lying in the bottom of a pit, which 
has been pronounced by a professional gen­ 
tleman to be that of a full grown man. The 
formations of the cave are so varied and 
profuse, presenting at every step, from the 
moment you enter till you reach its re­ 
motest limit, new objects for admiration or 
wonder, that the mind becomes confused, 
overwhelmed, and unable to “ take in ” 
such a throng of objects rarely and sweet­ 
ly beautiful or awfully grand and sublime, 
indeed, its endless variety—no two rooms 
presenting the same appearance, no two 
stalactites or stagamites being alike—con­ 
stitutes one of its principal charms and dis­ 
tinguishes it above all other known caves. 
A FAIRY-LIKE INTERIOR. 
The crystal monuments and alabaster 
columns, high and vast; the crypts, clois­ 
ters and cathedral-like apartments of this 
majestic under world ; the glittering pen­ 
dants and peirl-like formations on every 
hand ; statues no bigger than a lady’s lin­ 
ger, others like the “ great giant Christo­ 
pher.” Here and there you will find quiet 
pools and peaceful lakes, which the winds 
of Heaven have never kissed, and millions 
of the most cuiious and beautiful forms 
which the fantastic brain of faries could 
conceive ; pouting, trickling rills and 
flowers, and pieces of drapery to carved 
and fluted columns ; groups of statuary and 
arched domes of imposing dimensions make 
one fetl as if he were in the enchanted 
abode of the subterranean gods. Here 
pendant millions of stalactites, like taper- 
mg pencils, bristle from the arching dome 
overhead, while stalagmites are grouped 
about like statuary on every hand. One 
is lost in admiration and wonder over mas­ 
sive columns, caived and fluted, great for­ 
ests of leafless trees, grand cathedrals with 
lofty spires, forts and castles in picturesque 
ruins, foaming cascades that seem to have 
been stilled forever by a breath of ever­ 
lasting frost, richly carved pillars and pe­ 
destals, immense organs whose pipes are 
actually attuned, to some extent, in per­ 
fect harmony with the laws of musical 
sound, folds of lovely drapery ornamented 
with tracery 
LIKE FINE LACE 
Work hung with the edgings of heavy 
silver bullion, solemn looking ceme­ 
teries 
with 
grim 
wildernesses 
of 
tombstones and monuments and shafts in 
sad disorder, and a thousand other designs 
which curious nature, in this her play­ 
ground fashioned during centuries that 
were untold ages old when Egypt’s race 
was in its youth. Some of the figures 
seem to be cut from the clearest crystal, 
while others run through the various 
grades of crystalline translucency into 
grades that are opaque, and in colors from 
a white that rivals the driven snow through 
all the tints between that and dull black. 
Each point of interest is worthy of special 
comment, but we muBt forbear for want of 
Bpace and be content with mere mention of 
each as we pass them in our meanderings. 
In the grand entrance is the great amphi­ 
theater, twenty feet high and eighty feet 
wide. Just beyond and in the center 
stand Washington's Pillar, measuring four­ 
teen by thirty feet; Vegetable Garden, 
containing bulk-shaped stalagmites resem­ 
bling vegetable forms according to one’s 
fancy. We cross Muddy Lake on a bridge; 
to the left is the gallery of the theater. 
Passing the Natural Bridge we enter 
THE FISH MARKET, 
WTiere hang the fish in a row. The sem­ 
blance is perfect; we recognize their bluish 
backs, whitish bellies and forked tails, 
while to increase the illusion the trickling 
water gives them the moist, glossy coating 
of a catch fresh from the sea. Ascending 
the grand stairway we come to Elfin Ram­ 
ble, 500 feet in length by 300 in breadth 
and 15 feet in hight. We gaze into the 
dreadful darkness of Pinto’s Chasm, 75 feet 
deep, 50 feet wide and 500 in length. In 
the distance rises the Specter Column, 40 
feet high and five in diameter; and still 
farther on is Prosperient Pillar. Entering 
the Throne Room, near by is Mirror Lake. 
Descending we behold Hagar gazing pen­ 
sively at her famished child, Ishmael. 
There haDgs in exquisite color and texture 
sixteen alabaster scarfs side by side. We 
move on to five small lakes, or springs— 
Cannon Ball, Imperial, Casket, Cauliflower 
and Crystal. Their crystal bottoms sparkle 
beautifully in the light of our lamps. Im­ 
perial Spring is 1G feet deep, in a grotto 35 
feet long ana 25 feet wide. 
SKELETON GULCH. 
Crossing the Calf of Despair, clambering 
ever stalagmite stumps, we inspect the 
Grotto of Oberon and descend to Skeleton 
Gnlch. There, embedded in these rocks 
and mud, were the bones of a human being. 
Here, in this dark and dismal room, with 
no “ eye to pity and no arm to save,” per­ 
ished some lone traveler. We pass beneath 
a low, broad arch, a piece of drapery, a 
sbawl formed of beautiful, translucent 
stone, hanging in graceful folds, and enter 
Giant’s Hall, where the wonders are labeled 
with all kinds of mythological, historical 
and fancy names. Here is Titania’s Veil, 
a pure white fabric of lace-like textnre ; 
the Snow Bank, a broad, white Btream of 
stone ; the Frozen Fountain of rigid beauty. 
Near by is Diana’s Bath—then the Sara­ 
cen’s Tent, a large circular space inclosed 
by long yellow draperies descending from 
the ceiling some forty feet above the ob­ 
server's head. We are now in the great 
Cathedral. As we enter 
» 
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A FALLEN COLUMN 
Seems to bar our way ; it is twenty feet 
long, fourteen feet in diameter, and about 
170 tons in weight. How did it fall, and 
when ? W hat convulsion of nature over­ 
turned it ? Geologists and scientists seem 
powerless to give exact information. 
Moving on beneath the fallen monster we 
pass the snow-white Angel’s Wing, spread 
in spiritual beanty, and in its loveliness 
nnequaled even by Yitishian’s Veil. The 
wonder of the Cathedral is the organ, a 
mass of drip stone with long sonorous stal­ 
actites, graduated in size like the pipes of 
an organ, and producing, when struck with 
knuckles or a piece of wood, real mnsical 
sounds. Chapman’s Lake, the Tower of 
Babel and Katie’s Secret are passed, and 
we descend into Giant's Hall proper— 
magnificent and awe inspiring. Every­ 
thing before us is of gigantic propor­ 
tions—the Chimes, the Empress Column, 
rising forty feet from its base, clothed with 
beauty and perfectly white at its summit, 
the Sultana Column, the Indian Squaw, 
Chalcedary Cascade and Hanging Rock. 
The Amphitheater or Ball-room is large 
and spacious, with roof 100 feet above tbe 
floor. On illumination days lads and lasses 
frequently assemble here for a dance. The 
music of the brass band has a strange sound 
here, and inspires 
|a fe e lin g o f aw e 
Here we are shown the Tombs of the Mar­ 
tyrs, the Vault, the Lady’s Riding Whip, 
as peifect as if chiseled by the hand of 
Phidias. In a separate apartment is Cas­ 
cade Spring, CollinB’ Grotto, Snowball 
Spring, and the Devil’s Pot. On our re­ 
turn there is the Bird’s Nest—a cavity in 
the rocks contaiDiog three beautiful white 
eggs, cave pearls, and from which the 
laughing birds have taken wings. Follow­ 
ing a dark ravine and mounting two large 
flights of steps, we enter Campbell’s Hall, 
35 feet high and 150 feet in diameter. Here 
is the Fountain of Tears and Scale Column, 
or Mermaid. We pass a series of rooms 
containingComet ColumD, the Wet Blanket, 
the Hollow .Column, through the axis of 
which runs a streamlet of fresh water, and 
the Bridal Chamber, which was last Christ­ 
mas consecrated by an actual marriage. As 
we pass Brand’s Cascade and Ladies’ 
Toilet, we are shown moccasin prints, and 
the remains of hart, deer, wolves, bears, 
and the tracks of rabbits, racoons and rats. 
We return to Entrance Hall and enter 
Stebbins’ Hall on the left, named for one 
of the discoverers of the cave. 
THE PYRAMID OF CAKES. 
We pass and admire in turn the Pyra­ 
mid of Cakes, the Chinese Idol, Tartarus, 
Blacksmith’s Shop, the Cannon Ball, the 
Grape Spring, the Leaning Towers, Jacob’s 
Well and Bayonet Well. Stonewall Ave­ 
nue, leading off to the left from the main 
entrance, contains Stonewall’s tent, Para- 
side Room, tbe Three Brothers or Twin 
Lakes, the Canopy, the Irish Potatoes, the 
Throne Room, Hades and Lake Lethe, 
the largest body of water in the cave. Be­ 
yond is Erebus, shaped like the figure 
eight. We emerge into Crystal Room, and 
as we return are tempted to pluck from 
the flower garden a memento. Imagine, if 
you can, buds, vines, tendrils, fuchsias, 
cactus leaves and a nameless variety of 
exquisite flowers and the reader may form 
some conception of the varied wonders of 
this subterranean garden. With reluctant 
step we move on. Large areas, embracing 
some of the fineet parts of the cave, are 
not 3"et open to tbe public. There remains 
for the undaunted explorer regions for 
which special preparation Í3 necessary. It 
is impossible to adequately describe the 
wouders of these caverns—they must be 
seen to be appreciated. The whole is a 
mass of gorgeous splendor, with probably 
no equal in America, if in the world.—

CHESS-PLAYING extraordinary. 
J. H. Blackburue, the eminent chess­ 
player, who has so strikingly added within 
the last few days to his world-wide reputa­ 
tion by his victory in the chess tournament 
at Dublin, gave an exhibition of his remark­ 
able powers in “ blindfold” playing last 
evening at Mouflet’s Hotel, Newgate 
street. W ith this view a match, or ratfcer 
a number of matches, between this gentle­ 
man on ono hand and eight amateurs of 
ability and experience had been arranged 
by the City of London Chess Club, admis­ 
sion being entirely free to members and 
their friends. 
Without being literally 
blindfolded, Mr. Blackburne undertook to 
play the eight games simultaneously with­ 
out seeing the ches3-boards or men, while 
the opponents, of course, labored under no 
such restriction. In the center of the large 
room were two oblong tablee, each provided 
with four chess-boards, at which sat the 
amateur players, Messrs. T. H. Piper, W. 
T. Chappell, S. J. Stevens, C. G. Cutler, H. 
F. Gastineau, J. R. Hunnex, F. Atkinson 
and the Rev. J. E. Watson. At the fur­ 
ther end, where the floor is on a higher 
level, Mr. Blackburne sat in a high-backed 
arm-chair behind a wainscot, and with his 
back turned to the chess-boards beneath 
him. The plan of operations may be de­ 
scribed in a few words. The first player in 
rotation having started the game, a teller, 
who is placed between the two rows of 
boards, calls out the name of the piece 
moved, together with the technical name 
of the square upon which it is placed. The 
“ blindfolded ” player then has to realize 
mentally the position of the men npon the 
board, and call out in a similar way his 
counter move, which is made in accordance 
with his direction. The first game is then 
left in abeyance, while number two makes 
his first move, which is responded to in the 
same manner. Numbers three, four, and 
so on up to eight, having also played in 
turn, number one then makes hiB second 
move, and so the games proceed simulta­ 
neously until the players drop off one by 
one as the games are decided. Play began 
last evening at l> o’clock, and went on with­ 
out interruption for about three hours, when 
it was announced, amid hearty applause 
from the onlookers, that Mr. Gastineau was 
checkmated. Some time afterward several 
of the players resigned, and at 12:15 
o’clock, when the play had to be discon­ 
tinued owing to the lateness of the hour, it 
proved that only in one instance—that of 
Mr. Piper—had Mr. Blackburne been de­ 
feated by his opponent. The match with 
Mr. Chappell stood adjourned, while that 
with S. J. Stevens was declared drawn 
upon the proposition of that gentleman. 
In the other games the amateurs were de­ 
feated. It will be eeen that the tour-de­ 
force which Mr. Blackburne thus in the 
main successfully accomplished íb remark­ 
able rather as a feat of memory than a 
brilliant performance in chess-playing. It 
is not wholly without precedent, as this 
blindfold playing has had a peculiar fasci­ 
nation for such players as Paul Morphy, 
Paulson and Zukertort, while Mr. Black­ 
burne has on several occasions contended 
in a similar way against even larger num­ 
bers of players. Still it is evident that 
the feat reqnires for its accomplishment a 
rare combination of qualities when it is 
considered that the moves once called cm 
never be referred to by the player, and 
that thus the latest phases of a number of 
constantly-changing combinations must be 
borne in mind with perfect distinctness 
and accuracy.—[London News, October

COMICAL GERMAN NAMES. 


More comical and repulsive names are 
current in Germany than in any other 
European country ; but Germans do not 
seem to suffer from the miseries of eccen­ 
tric nomenclature as keenly as do English­ 
men, Frenchmen, or even Italians. Per­ 
haps their indifference in this regard springs 
partly from their natural shortcomiug, as 
far as a sense of humor is concerned, and 
partly from the deep and solid self-satis­ 
faction which is one of their national char­ 
acteristics. A glance over the pages of the 
Berlin Directory will enable any one ac­ 
quainted with the German language to pick 
out hundreds of astonishingly incongruous 
names, owned by persons holding distin­ 
guished positions in tbe official, com­ 
mercial and artistic circles of the 
capital. Ne social class is exempt from 
this quaint affliction. 
Illustrous nobles 
are 
often 
as 
ridiculously 
named 
as the humblest proletary. For instance, 
one of the most ancient baronial families in 
Prussia rejoices in the designation “ Gate­ 
keeper of Hell,” and the name of the 
wealthiest Count in the German Empire, 
literally rendered into our vernacular, is 
“ Haudle of Thunder-Marrow.” To our 
apprehension these patronymics are not a 
whit less nonsensical and unfit for family 
use than the utterly plebeian “ Blood- 
eau8age,” “ Whitecamel ” “ Twoyearold- 
boar,” that abound in Fatherland ; but 
Germans see Dothing funny or uncommon 
in them, and are unfeignedly surprised 
when the intelligent foreigner sojourning 
in their midst ventures to hint that in any 
otber country names so extravagantly in­ 
congruous would inevitably render life in­ 
tolerable to their luckless possessors, by 
reason of the inexhaustible banter, chaff 
and satirical comment they could not fail 
to Buggest to social wags and comic jour­ 
nalists. 
The majority of the more high-Eonnding 
and poetical names that meet the eye upon 
German shop fronts or in the advertising 
sheets of the Teutonic daily press belongs 
to persons of Jewish extraction. No more 
than a couple of centuries ago, the German 
Israelite, as a rule, was forlorn of a family 
name. He was either known by a “ front 
name,” supplemented by that of his 
father, as “ Aaron-ben-David,” or “ Solo­ 
mon- ben-Israel,” or by some nickname 
owing its origin to the nature of his occu­ 
pation, or, perhaps, to a conspicuous physi­ 
cal peculiarity. This vaguenesB in his de­ 
nomination and his errant commercial 
habits enabled him to dodge the taxgath- 
erer and gave the German administration 
a good deal of trouble in dealing with him 
from a fiscal point of view. It was there­ 
fore resolved to make him distinctly iden­ 
tifiable by the simple procesB of compelling 
him to take a family name, stick to 
it during his own life, and trans­ 
mit it by legal act of registration 
to 
his 
children. 
“ No restrictions 
were imposed unon him in the matter of 
choice, and his flowery Oriental instincts 
prompted him to select patronymics signif­ 
icant of things beautiful or noble in na­ 
ture, of great provinces or stately cities, 
kingly-birds and beasts, moral virtues and 
picturesque thoughts. Hence the follow­ 
ing names proper to German Israelite fami­ 
lies of all classes : Valley-of-R^ses, Mount- 
ain-of-Roses, Stone-of-Honor, Silician, Eng­ 
lishman, Warsaw, Viennese, Eagle, Lion, 
Whale, Honorable, Pious, Humility, Trust- 
God, Peace-of-Countries, Rich-in-Virtue, 
Lovely-Home, Holiday-EveniDg, Mount- 
ain-of-Thanks, Ladies’-Praise, and many 
others as idealistic or romantic as the fore­ 
going. Alike astute and artistic, the Jews 
of the Fatherland, under stern compulsion 
to establish their identity 3s rate-payers, 
bestowed upon themselves all the prettiest 
and noblest patronymics the German lan­ 
guage could afford, leaving to their Christ­ 
ian compatriots the ugliest and most igno­ 
minious. 
But there be other by no means uncom­ 
mon German names, so intrinsically eccen­ 
tric, anomalous and unreasonnble that it is 
scarcely possible to account to one’s self for 
their origin or appropriation by sane human 
beinge. What, for instance, can have been 
the motive prompting a sou of Teut to call 
himself “ Effervescentweather.” “ Door­ 
nail,” or “ Blistervillage ” ? 
From what 
queer fancies or odd incidents did such 
names as “ Frothmountain,” “ Cat’selbow,” 
“ Panhandle,” “ Horsedeceiver,” “ Tiger- 
stream,” “ Doubleflourish," “ SciBSorscor- 
ner” and “ Dailybaria ” derive their 
ra:son d’etre? 
Every conjecture I have 
hitherto ventured respecting the genesis of 
tLese astounding compound irrtlevancies 
has, I am bound to say, been utterly lack­ 
ing in verisimilitude. Perhaps some of 
your readers may be more successful than 
myself in diviuiug the “ unde derivatur” 
of such a perplexing “ front name” as, 
let us say, “ Kcucklevillage.” I cordially 
recommend it to their attention and re­ 
search. 
There is, indeed, an inexhaustible 
wealth of puzzledom in German names. 
Why, in the name of all that is august and 
illustrious, should the senior royal Duke of 
the Fatherland, a ntar relative of our own 
Qieen, and own brother to a deceased 
magnate whose statue adorns fair Geneva, 
bear such a tarcical title as “ Brown.be 
silent?” Of what heinens rífense had the 
capital of a flourishing little German Dncliy 
been guilty that it should have been sub­ 
jected to the perpotual punishment of so 
uBnleasant a designation as * Bowel-Town?” 
"H 'gh Taxer” may seem appropriate 
enough, a3 a descriptive family ntme, to 
the supreme ruler of Germany, but it is 
certainly open to objection as an inces-ant 
reminder to the G rman people of the least 
agreeable characteristic of that great and 
ancient house, whose venerable head now 
wears the Imperial crown.—[Geneva Con­ 
tinental Times. 
When the London obelisk was placed 
upon the Thames embankment arrange­ 
ments were made for flaofeiDg it on either 
side by a gigantic bronze sphinx, to adorn 
the corners of its base with bronze wings, 
and to place four tablets, suitably in­ 
scribed, upon the granite pedestal. One 
of the sphinxes has been in position for 
some weeks, and the second also is prob­ 
ably there by this time. In a few weeks 
the remaining ornaments will be added, 
and then it is expected that the entire 
obelisk will be made free to tbe public 
gaze.

The Adin Argus says that John Free­ 
born, of that vicinity, was leading home a 
three-year-old colt the other day by a rope 
halter, the end of which he had tied 
around his arm, when the colt ran away, 
dragging Freeborn over a rocky plain for 
three-quarters of a mile. 
When aid ar­ 
rived he was found to be an almost unre­ 
cognizable mass of flesh and blood, without 
a whole bone in his body, and completely 
scalped. Strange to say, he was alive 
when found, and lived until he was put 
into a bed near at hand, where he soon 
after expired. 
The Carson and Colorado Railroad is 
now in running order to Soda Springs, 
Nev., 137 miles from the Monnd House, 
and 13 miles this side of Belleville. Stages 
now leave Soda Springs daily for Belle­ 
ville, Montezuma, Candelaria, Gold Moun­ 
tain, Silver Peak, and other places in that 
direction. At Lunning, 125 miles from the 
Mouud House, stage lines connect the road 
with Grants ville, Tybo, Belmont, and other 
places in that part of the State. Gilmer, 
Saulisbury & Co. have put on their stage 
lines connecting with Grantsville, Belmont, 
and other leading towns and camps in the 
eastern part of the State. 


S le ep and S l e e pl e ssn e ss— Dr. J. M . 
Granville, in an interesting work on tl is 
subject, says, with reference to the d fli. 
culty some persons find in getting to sleep : 
“ Habit greatly helps the performance of 
the initial act, and the cultivation of a 
habit of going to sleep in a particular way, 
at p. particular time, will do mere to pro­ 
cure regular ami healthy sleep than any 
other artifice. The formation of the habit 
is, in fact, the creation of development of a 
special center or combination in the D tr- 
vous system, which will henceforward pto- 
di’ce sleep as a natural rhythmctical ) ró­ 
cese. If this were more generally recognized, 
persons from sleeplessness of the sort which 
consists simply in heing unable to go to 
sleep, wi uld set themselves resolutely to 
form such a habit. 
It is necessary that 
the tra ning should be explicit, and include 
atti ntion to details. It ianot very important 
what a person does with the intention of 
going to sleep, but he should do precisely 
the same thicg, in the same way, at the 
same time, and under as nearly a3 possible 
the same conditions, night after night, for 
a considerable period, say three or four 
weeks. 


S panish V in ey ard s.—The average pro­ 
duction of Spanish vineyards is set down 
at 450.000 000 gallons, of which the prov­ 
ince of Catalonia produces one-fifth—the 
sub-provinces of Barcelona SDd Tarragona 
alone yielding in a good year more than 
70,000,000 gallons. There are no means 
of estimating the annual consumption of 
wine in Spain, but it is put at about ten 
Í¡aliona por head of the population, or 
ess than half of the consumption of 
France ; while with regard to the exports, 
they have gradually been rising from 
about 35,000,000 gallons in 1868 to nearly 
doable that quantity in 1878. Within the 
last three years the expoit of Spanish 
wines to France has undergone snch a 
great additional increase that it may 
safely be put at 90,000,000 gallons. The 
in ports of wine are very small, being lit­ 
tle more than 100,000 gallons, and con­ 
sists chiefly of French claret* and chain- 
P»gne.

The American claims, instinctively and 
implicitly, a natural and inborn right to 
the companionship, and, to a certain ex­ 
tent, the sympathy of whomsoever he 
meets. 
This is his first claim upon society 
at large. 
The Englishman claims, as in­ 
stinctively and implicitly, a right to be 
left alone whenever and wherever he 
please. 
The one is ever aggressive, the 
other ever on the defensive. 
W hen the 
two meet on neutral ground, it is not un­ 
natural that they should tread on each 
other’s toes a little, metaphorically speak­ 
ing. 
Go up to an Englishman in the Btreet 
and bluntly ask him the way to such and 
such a building, and he |will reward the 
unprovoked onslaught npon his privacy 
with the very coolest of astonished stares. 
But if you preface your question with an 
“ I beg your pardon ” (acknowledging 
thereby th at you are asking a gratuitous 
favor) he will answer you very civilly in­ 
deed, and even go out of his way to show 
you yours. 
In the dense crowd coming 
out of one of the concerts at a Birmingham 
festival, a well-dressed American looked 
into the face of an equally well-dressed 
Englishman (a total stranger to him), and 
said jokingly, 
“ Pretty tight squeeze, 
isn’t i t ’ ” 
The Englishman replied with 
withering coolness, “ I’m sure I can’t see 
why you should address me in this disgust­ 
ingly familiar manner ! ” A conversation 
abruptly launched into an English railway 
carriage will probably be cut short a t the 
outset by what strikes us Americans as 
very gratuitously rude curtness. 
But if 
the conversation is introduced by th at un­ 
failing open-sesame, “ I beg you pardon,” 
it will flow on very pleasantly, and likely 
as not end in an invitation to pass a week 
or so at a country house. 
Americans are 
often shocked at the apparently insolent 
bearing of German shopkeepers, especially 
of German bankers. 
It rarely occurs to 
them that they themselves have opened 
hostilities, as it were, by breaking the very 
first rule of German good breeding in 
keeping their hats on. In Germany a man 
just aB scrupulously take* off his hat, and 
keeps it off', in a shop or counting-room as 
in a lady’s parlor. 
An American of onr acquaintance once 
happened to be one of a party of six who 
went to the top of a c rtain tower in Ger­ 
many, the view from which is famous. 
The party was shown the way by the 
daughter of the guardian of the tower, a 
comely young girl of seventeen or therea­ 
bouts ; our friend treated her with com­ 
mon politeness, but a Frenchman, who was 
one of the party, waB so. demonstratively 
and overwhelmingly attentive and gallant 
th at the American began to feel as if he 
had been somewhat rude in comparison 
with such a pyrotechnic display of courtesy. 
W ell, when the party had got to the top of 
the tower, they found only one chair there, 
upon which the Frenchman immediately 
seated himself, 
This authentic anecdote is 
quite characteristic. 
If we Americans 
stand pre-eminent for good, solid, efficient 
politeness, we certainly are deplorably de­ 
ficient in manner. 
We have neither the 
dignified repose of the English, nor the 
grace of continental Europeans. 
Possibly 
we are shy, and try to hide our shyness 
under an assumed gru.Tneas of bearing. 
Certainly, it seems, nine times out of ten, 
as if an American, even while performing 
a very polite act, thought himself degraded 
by any outward show of courtesy. 
He 
may willingly and cheerfully offer his seat 
to a lady, and be perfectly content to 
stand himself, but his manner of making 
the offer is almost insulting. 
He will 
growl out, “ Take my seat” in a voice that 
seems to imply, “ and b e d —d to you?” 
Or else ne will make the offer with a jovial 
familiarity of manner which would be 
quite in keeping between two old pot- 
companions in a tap-room. 
W e may be 
rich in the solid gold, but we are poor in­ 
deed in the small change of politeness. 
"F in e words butter no parsnips,” say we ; 
this is a mistake ; fine words (and man­ 
ners) butter all sorts of parsnips ; indeed, 
as Thackaray says, .there are many people 
whose parsnips are buttered in no other 
way.

known, that I, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticultund and Health Officer of the Board 
of State Viticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authori/ed and instructed by sail Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


Q t AM ANTI.VE RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destroyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The r»x8cn of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 60 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point ior one h our; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon w ater; m ix; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS* 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed looal resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FO R T H E FU RTH ER 
PROTECTION O F TINEYARDS. 
All persons planting new viney&'ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICA TES. 
For the further convenience of vine-growcn, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTED W R A PPIN G S, ETC. 


Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vims (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im­ 
mersing in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the Bame to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not aisinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENA LTIES. 
All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.

ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same.

trees of any kind grown or planted iu any county 
or dhtrict within the State of California, tn which 
trees or plants, in orchards, nurseries or places, are 
known to be infested by any insect or insects, or 
the germs thereof, ^ namely, their eggs, larvae or 
pup», known to be injurious to fruit or fruit (fees, 
and liable to spread contagion, are hereby required 
to be disinfected before removal f* r distribution or 
transportation from any orchard, nursery or place 
where said tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind are grown, or offered for 
sale or gift, as hereinafter provided. 
2. AH tree or p'ant cuttings, giafta or scions,

Hants or trees of any kind, imported or brought 
nto thij State from any fore'gn country, or from 
any ef the United States or Territories, are hereby 
required to be disinfected immedtate'y after their 
arrival in this State, and before being offered for
